Chapter  147. 

An  Act  relating  to  Insurance  Conipauiea  of  Foreign  Countries. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legiiflature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  I.  Foreign  insurance  companies  incorporated  or 
associated  under  the  laws  of  any  government  or  state,  other 
than  the  United  vStates,  or  one  of  the  United  States,  shall  not 
bo  licensed  to  do  business  in  this  state,  until,  beside  comply- 
ing with  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  admission  of 
companies  of  other  states,  it  has  made  a  deposit  with  the 
treasurer  of  this  state  or  with  the  financial  officer  or  insurance 
commissioner  of  some  one  of  the  other  states  of  the  United 
States,  of  a  sum  not  less  than  the  capital  or  assets  required 
of  like  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  other  states  to 
entitle  them  to  admission  to  this  state.  Such  deposit  must 
be  in  exclusive  trust  for  the  benefit  and  security  of  all  the 
company's  policy  holders  and  creditors  in  the  United  States, 
and  may  be  in  securities  under  the  same  restrictions  as  the 
investments  of  companies  of  other  states. 

Sect.  2.  All  real  estate,  securities  and  assets  of  such 
companies  in  the  United  States  shall  be  held  by  trustees  who 
are  citizens  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  all  its  creditors  in  the 
United  States.  These  trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  such 
company  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  by  which  they  are 
appointed,  and  of  the  deed  of  trust  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  insurance  commissioner,  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
examine  such  trustees  or  the  agents  of  such  company  under 
oath,  and  its  assets,  books  and  accounts  in  the  same  manner 
as  he  mny  examine  the  officers,  agents,  books  and  accounts 
of  any  company  authorized  to  do  insurance  business  in  the 
state. 

Sect.  3.  When  such  foreign  insurance  company  shall 
have  complied  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  the  insur- 
ance commissioner  is  satisfied  that  it  is  solvent  in  the  United 
States,  he  may  issue  to  it  a  license  to  transact  business  in 
this  state  upon  the  payment  of  an  admission  fee  of  twenty 
dollars  and  two  dollars  for  each  agent's  certificate  of  authority, 
and  he  may  renew  the  licenses  of  the  company  and  agents  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  annually,  upon  the  payment  of  like  fees, 
so  long  as  he  finds  the  company  solvent.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Mepresentattves 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows :  • 

Sect.  1.  Section  twenty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred 
twenty-four  of  the  revised  statutes  is  hereby  amended,  so  that 
said  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

*Sect.  29.  Every  person  who  cruelly  over-drives,  over- 
loads, or  over- works,  who  torments,  tortures,  maims,  wounds, 
or  deprives  of  necessary  sustenance,  or  who  cruelly  beats, 
mutilates  or  kills  any  horse  or  other  animal,  or  causes  the 
same  to  be  don^,  or  having  the  charge  or  custody  thereof, 
as  owner  or  otherwise,  unnecessarily  fails  to  provide  such 
animal  with  proper  food,  drink,  shelter  and  protection  from 
the  weather;  every  person,  owning  or  having  the  charge  or 
custody  of  any  animal,  who  knowingly  and  willfully  authorizes 
or  permits  the  same  to  suffer  tortures  or  cruelty  ;  and  every 
owner,  driver,  possessor  or  person  having  the  custody  of  an 
old,  maimed,  disabled  or  diseased  animal,  who  cruelly  works 
the  same  when  unfit  for  labor,  or  who  cruelly  abandons  such 
animal ;  and  every  person  who  carries  or  causes  to  be  carried, 
or  has  the  care  of,  in  or  upon  a  car  or  other  vehicle  or  other- 
wise, any  animal  in  a  cruel  or  inhuman  manner,  shall  for 
every  such  offense  bo  punished  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars  and 
not  exceedino^  two  hundred  dollars,  or  both.'

Chapter  3S9 

An  act  to  prevent  and  panli«h  frtuid  in  Hales  of  goods,  wares  Jind  inerchandise  at 
public  or  private  sale  by  Itinerant  Vendors,  and  to  regulate  such  tfules. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  atid  Rouse  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Every  itinerant  vendor  whci  shall  sell  or  expose 
for  sale,  at  public  or  private  sale,  any  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise without  state  and  local  licenses  therefor,  issued  as 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sect.  2.  All  persons,  both  principals  and  agents,  who 
shall  by  circular,  handbill,  newspaper,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, advertise  any  such  sales  as  those- referred  to  in  the  sec- 
tion last  preceding,  before  proper  licenses  shall  be  issued  to 
Ihe  vendor,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.

The  words  '^itinerant  vendors"  for  the  purposes 
bf  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  and  include  all  persons, 
both  principals  and  agents,  who  engage  in  a  temporary  or 
transient  busines^s  in  this  state,  either  in  one  locality  or  in 
traveling  from  place  to  place  selling  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, and  who  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  on  such 
business  hire,  lease  or  occupy  any  building  or  structure  for 
the  exhibition  and  sale  of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise. 

Sect.  16.  The  prc»visions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
sales  made  to  dealers  by  c<mimercial  travelers  or  selling 
agents  in  tl>e  usual  course  of  business,  nor  to  bona  fide  sales 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  l)y  sample  for  future  deliv- 
ery, or  to  hawkers  on  the  streets  or  peddlers  from  vehicles. 

Sect.  17  All  acts  and  part  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed.

On  such  enrollment  and  opposite  the 
name  of  each  person  exempt  from  duty  under  section  two, 
or  in  the  National  Guard,  or  unable  by  reason  of  physical 
disability  to  perform  military  duty,  the  assessors  shall  write 
the  word  'exempt',  and  state  the  cause  of  exemjition  ;  or, 
•National  Guard',  or,  'disabled',  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
assessors  shall  subscribe  said- lists  and  make  oath  that  the 
same  are  true  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief;  and 
shall  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  their  city,  town  or 
plantation,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year

The  enrolled  militia  shall   be  subject  to  active   when  enrolled 
duty,  only,  in  case  of  war,  or  to  prevent  or  repel  invasion,  or  Jibj'wt'toiLtlve 
to  suppress  insurrection  or  riot,  or  to  aid  civil  officers  in  the     "^" 
execution  of  the  law. 

Sect.   10.     When  any  part  of  the  enrolled  militia  iscalled   BaohcuyaDd 

toirn  tn  furnish 

into  active  service  by  draft,  each  city,  town  and  plantation,  «t«qaou. 
shall  be  required  to  furnish  its  quota  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  its  able  bodied  militia ;  and  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  in  active  service  and  volunteers  under  the  call, 
from  such  city,  town  or  plantation,  sh-ill  be  credited  upon  its 
quota. 

Sect.  11.     When  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  section   Howenroitod 
nine,  the  commander-in-chief  m.iy  order  into  active  service  SuilrtTarti?* 
such  part  of  the  enrolled  militia  as  nuiy  be  required,  either  '*''®** 
by  voluntary  enlistment  or  draft.     It'  a  draft  is  to  be  made 
he  shall  issue  his  orders  to  the  municipal  officers  to  return 
from  their  respective  cities,  towns  or  plantations,  the  number 
required.     The  municipal  officers  shall  forthwith  cause  notice

At  the  time  and  place  named  the  muni- 
cipal officers  shall,  by  voluntary  enlistment  or  draft,  procure 
the  required  number  and  forthwith  return  their  names  to  the 
commander-in-chief.

Sect.  12.  Every  member  of  the  enrolled  militiu  who 
volunteers  or  ia  dnit'tecl,  under  the  provisioud  of  this  act, 
who  does  not  appear  at  the  time  and  place  designated  l>y  the 
municipal  officers,  or  who  has  not  some  able  bodied  and 
acceptable  substitute  at  such  time  and  place  or  does  not  pay 
to  such  municipal  officers  for  the  use  of  the  state,  one  hun- 
dred dollars  within  twenty-lour  hours  from  such  time,  or  who 
docs  not  produce  a  sworn  certificate  from  a  physician  in  good 
standing,  of  physical  disability  to  so  appear,  shall  be  taken 
to  be  a  deserter  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

Sect.  13.  The  portion  of  the  enrolled  militia  so  called 
out  shall  be  immediately  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
state  for  such  time,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  the  com- 
mander-in  chief  may  direct,  and  shall  be  organized  into 
companies  which  may  be  arranged  in  battalioi  s,  regiments, 
brigades  and  divisions,  in  such  arm  of  the  service  as  the  com- 
mander-in-chief shall  direct,  or  assigned  to  organizations 
already  existing,  and  they  shall  be  equipped,  instructed  and 
governed  according  to  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  National  Guard,  or  of  the  United  i^tates  army. 

Sect.  14.  Elections  shall  forthwith  be  ordered  in  such 
new  organizations  by  the  commander-in-chief,  who  may  detail 
officers  to  command  and  instruct  them  until  the  officers  elect 
hhall  be  commissioned.  All  elections  therein  shall  be  ordered, 
notified  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  elections  in  the  National  Guard. 

Sect.  15.  To  each  divisiuu  organized  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  there  shall  be  one  major  general,  to  be 
elected  as  provided  in  the  constitution  and  a  staff  appointed 
by  him,  who  shall  hold  office  during  his  pleasure  and  until 
their  successors  arc  appointed  and  qualified  as  follows  :  one 
assistant  adjutant  general,  one  division  inspector,  one 
inspector  of  rifle  practice,  each  with  the  rank  of  lieurenant 
colonel;  one  quartermaster,  one  commissary,  one  judge 
advocate,  one  aide-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank  of  major, 
and  two  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank  of  captain  and 
such  additional  staff  officers,  and  with  such  rank  as  the  com- 
mander-in-chief shall  authorize. 

Sect.  16.  The  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief  shall  con- 
sist t>f  the  adjutant  general  who  shall  be,  ex-officio,  chief 
of  staflf,  quartermaster  general  and  payraa  ter  geneml  with 
the   rank  of  major  general ;  an  in.<pector  general,  with   the 
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rank  of  brigadier  geiienil ;  a  commissary  general,  a  surgeon  ^hap.  2dd 

general,  a  judge  advocate  general,  and  an  inspector  general 

of  rrfle  practice  each,  with  rank  of  colonel ;  two  aides-de-camp 

with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  and  a  military  secretary 

with  the  nmk  of  majt>r.     Provided,  however,  that  the  com- 

mander-in-chict  may,  in  case  of  war,  insurrection  or  invasion, 

uppoint  such  additional  staff  officers  as  the  public  service  shall 

require,  and  with  such  rank  as  he  may  designate.

cers in   the  military  force  the  reports  they  are  required  to

He  shall  give  a  bond  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council,  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  the  safe  keeping  of  and  accounting  for  all  mili- 
tary property  committed  to  his  custody,  and  the  delivery 
thereof  to  his  successor  or  to  any  other  person  authorized  to 
receive  the  same ;  such  bond  shall  also  be  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  paymaster  general  when 
he  shall  net  as  such.

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izalions  inspected  by  him  with  such  suggestions  as  be  shall  ^»ap.  266 
deem  important  in  regard  to  the  workings  and  efficiency  of 
the  system  of  instruction,  drill  and  discipline  prescribed,  and 
the  necessity  of  further  legislation  or  regulations  to  perfect 
the  same.

To  each  regiment  of  infantry  there  shall  be  one 
colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel,  three  majors,  and  a  staff  to 
consist  of  one  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  major,  one  assistant 
surgeon  with  the  rank  of  captain,  one  assistant  surgeon,  one 
adjutant,  one  quartermaster,  and  one  inspector  of  rifle  prac- 
tice each  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  and  one  chaplain; 
a  non-commissioned  staflT  to  consist  of  one  sergeant  major, 
one  quarter  master  sergeant,  one  commissary  sergeant,  one 
hospital  steward,  one  trumpeter,  and  one  color  bearer  who 
shall  be  a  sergeant,  and  not  less  than  twelve  companies.

and  the  commander  of  a  battery,  separate  company,  troop  or 
corps,  may,  upon  like  application,  signed  by  a  member 
thereof,  discharge  such  member.

come unfit  for  use  and  has  been  inspected  and  condemned  as 
herein  provided,  and  such  condemnation  approved  by  the 
commander  in-chief.

Whenever  any  person,  or  any  association,  or 
union  of  workingmen  bus  adopted  and  used,  or  shall  hereafter 
adopt  and  use  any  label,  trade  mark,  device,  or  form  of 
advertisement  to  indicate  that  goods  to  which  such  label, 
trade  mark,  device  or  form  of  advertisement,  shall  be

An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  Sheep. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Assessors  of  cities,  towns  und  plantations  shall 
include  in  their  inventories,  lists  of  all  dogs  owned  by  or  in 
possession  of  any  inhabitant  on  the  first  day  of  April,  setting 
the  number  and  sex  thereof  oppobile  the  names  of  their 
respective  owners  or  persons  in  whose  possession  the  same 
are  found. 

Sect.  2.  F>ery  owner  or  keeper  (if  a  dog  more  than  lour 
month-^  old  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  April,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one 
year  from  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  oflBce  of  the  clerk  of 
the  city,  town  or  plantation  where  said  dug  is  kept,  and  shall 
keep  around  its  neck  a  collar,  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name  and  its  registered  number,  and  shall  pay  to 
said  clerk  for  a  license  the  sum  of  one  dollar  und  fifteen  cents 
for  each  male  dog,  and  three  dollars  and  fifteen  cents  for  each 
female  dog,  and  a  person  becoming  the  owner  or  keeper 
of  a  dog  after  the  first  day  of  April,  not  duly  licensed, 
shall  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and 
licensed  as  provided  above  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  dogs, 
kept  for  breeding  purposes,  may  receive  annually  a  special 
kennel  license  authorizing  him  to  keep  such  dogs  for  said 
purpose.

No  action  commenced  in  the  supreme  judicial 
court  by  bill  in  equity  not  inserted  in  a  writ  of  attachment, 
in  which  the  title  to  real  estate  is  involved,  is  effectual  against 
any  persson  not  a  party  theret«»  or  having  actual  notice  thereof, 
until  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  names  of  the  parties,  the 
date  of  the  bill  and  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  a  description

No  judgment  or  decree  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court  divesting  any  person  of  title  to  real  estate  shall  be  effiec- 
tual  against  any  person  not  a  party  to  the  acti(m  in  which  such 
judgment  or  decree  is  rendered  and  persons  having  actual 
notice  thereof,  unless  a  copy  of  such  judgment  or  decree  or 
80  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  title  to  such  real  estate,  duly 
certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  in  and  for  the  county 
where  said  judgment  or  decree  is  rendered,  is,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  rendering  of  such  judgment  or  decree,  duly 
recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  and  for  the  county  in 
which  such  real  estate  is  situated. 

Sect.  4.  The  registerof  deeds  in  each  county  of  the  state 
shall  provide  a  suitable  book  wherein  he  bhall  record  all  cer- 
tificates and  copies  of  judgments  and  decrees  returned  to 
him  in  accordance  with  seotions  two  and  three  of  this  act, 
and  he  shall  also  provide  a  suitable  index  to  said  book.  For 
each. certificate  or  copy  of  judgment  or  decree  the  clerk  of 
courts  shall  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  for 
recording  the  same  the  register  of  deeds  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents,  and  these  sums  may  be  taxed  in  the 
costs  of  suits.

willfully  and  wantonly  or  m.-iliciously  vex,  irritate,  harass  or 
torment  any  person  in  any  way  after  having  been  forbidden 
so  to  do  by  any  sheriff,  depuiy  sheriff,  constal)le,  police  offi- 
cer or  justice  of  the  peace,'  so  that  said  section,  when  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows:

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'Sect.  69.     The  limit  of  depth  prescribed  for  weirs  in  the 
preceding  section  shall  be  measured  at  the  entrance  of  the 
weir,    provided,   that   no   part  of  such   weir  known  as  the 
leader,  is  in  more  than  two  f*^ei  of  water  at  low  water  mark. 
Weirs  may  exceed  the  limit  of  two  feet  depth,  measured  as 
aforesaid,  under  the  following  conditions,  namely  :  first,  the 
distance   from  the  before  mentioned  two  feet  limit,  to  the 
entrance  of  such  weir,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  ; 
second,  no  such  weir  shall  obstruct  more  than  one-eighth  of 
the  width  of  the  channel,  except  in  the  Cathance,  Eastern  and 
Abagadasset  rivers,  in  which  rivers  such  weirs  may  extend 
twenty-fivej'feet  beyond  the  one-eighth  aforesaid,  provided, 
such  extension  shall  not  exceed  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
width  of  the   channel   in  Abagadasset  and  Eastern  rivers ; 
third,  every  such  weir  shall   be  stripped  so  as  to  render  it 
incapable  of  taking  fish  on   and   after  the  iwenty-fil'th  day  of 
June ;  but  these  conditions  apply  only  to  weirs,  that  exceed 
the  aforesaid  limit  of  depth.     The   standard  for  low  water 
mark  on  the  Kennebec  river,  is  in  all  cases  the  nearest  bench 
mark  of  the  United  States  coast  survey,  allowance  being  made 
at  the  various  points  for  the  diffeience  in  time.

Chapter  304. 

An  Act  relnting  to  BoarclH  of  Regiatratlon  and  the  Registration  of  Voters. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows . 

Sect.  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States  and  t^ubject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  state  wherein  they  reside. 

Sect.  2.  Every  male  citizen  who  had  the  right  to  vote  on 
the  louith  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  together  with  those  not  heretofore  registered,  who 
were  sixty  years  of  j«ge  >«nd  upwards  on  t^aid  day,  and  every 
other  male  citizen,  excepting  paupers,  persons  under  guar- 
dianship, and  Indians  ^not  taxed,  \^ho,  not  being  prevented 
by  physical  disability  from  so  doing,  is  able  to  read  the  con-

stitution  of  the  ptale  of  Maine  in  the  English  language,  in  ^hap.  304 
such  manner  as  to  show  that  he  is  neither  prompted  nor  recit-

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Chapter  SOS. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  tlie  prevention  of  tlie  intro<luction  and  spread  of  A 8la tic 
Cholera  find  other  Infectious  Ditieases,  and  for  the  more  effective  protection  of 
the  public  health. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  The  more  effectually  to  protect  the  public  health 
the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to  establish  such 
systems  of  inspection  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  actual  or  threatened  presence  of  the  infection 
of  Asiatic  cholera,  small  pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or 
typhus  fever;  and  any  duly  authorized  agent  or  inspect(»r  of 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  enter  any  building,  vessel, 
railway  car  or  other  public  vehicle,  to  inspect  the  same  and 
to  remove  therefrom  any  person  affected  by  said  diseases; 
and  for  this  purpose  he  may  require  the  person  in  charge  of 
any  vessel  or  public  vehicle  other  than  a  railway  car  to  stop 
such  vessel  or  vehicle  at  any  place,  and  he  may  require  the 
conductor  of  any  railway  train  to  stop  his  train  at  any  station 
or  upon  any  side  track  and  there  detain  it  for  a  reasonable 
time  ;  provided,  that  no  conductor  shall  be  required  to  stop  his 
train  when  telegraphic  communication  with  the  despatcher's 
office  cannot  be  obtained  or  at  such  times  or  under  such 
circumstances  as  may  endanger  the  safety  of  the  train  and  pas- 
sengers ;  and  provided  further,  that  any  ^uch  agent  or  inspector 
may  cause  any  car  which  he  may  think  may  be  infected  with 
said  disease  to  be  side  tracked  at  any  suitable  place  and  there 
be  cleansed,  fumigated  and  disinfected.  And  the  said  board 
of  health  may  from  time  to  time  make,  alter,  modify  or 
revoke  rules  and  regulations  for  guarding  against  the  intro- 
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duction  of  said  diseases  into  the  state ;  for  the  control  and  ^hap.  305 
suppression  thereof  if  within  the  state ;  for  the  quarantine 
and  disinfection  of  persons,  localities,  and  things  infected  or 
suspected  of  being  infected  by  such  diseases;  for  the  trans- 
portation of  dead  bodies^  when  death  resulted  from  said 
diseases;  for  the  speedy  and  private  interment  of  the  bodies 
of  persons  who  have  died  from  said  diseases;  and,  in  emer- 
gency, for  providing  those  sick  with  said  diseasi's  with 
necessary  medical  aid  and  with  temporary  hospitals  for  their 
accommodation  and  for  the  accommodation  of  their  nurses 
and  attendants.  And  the  said  board  may  declare  any  and 
all  of  its  rules  and  regulations  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  be  in  force  within  the  whf)le  state,  or 
within  any  specified  part  thereof,  and  to  apply  to  any  vessel, 
railway  car,  or  public  vehicle  of  any  kind.  The  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  if  of  general  appli- 
cation, shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the  state; 
but  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  it  shall  be  neces-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  That  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  instructed  to  execute  a  contract  in  behalf  of  the  state 
of  Maine  with  the  Knox  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  light- 
ing the  Maine  State  Prison,  and  all  the  buildings  in  Thomas- 
tori  which  belong  to  the  state  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  with 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twelve  sixteen  candle  power 
incandescent  lights  or  their  equivalent,  and  to  furnish  such  elec- 
trical power  for  the  purposes  of  the  prison  as  may  be  required, 
for  the  sum  of  twenty  cents  per  one  thousand  watts,  payable 
semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each 
year.  Said  term  shall  begin  when  light  shall  be  furnished 
under  the  provisions  of  said  contract.  And  said  company  is 
to  introduce  lights  into  said  state  prison  and  buildings  on  or 
before  July  first,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred^lnd 
-company  ibaii  ninety-three.  Said  contract  shall  provide  that  said  company 
wire  buiidiDga.     gjjj^||   ^^  j^g  ^^j^  expensc  wire  said  buildings,  and  at  the 

expiration  of  the  contract,  if  not  renewed,  the  state  shall  pay 
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to  said  company  the  coat  of  such  wiring  less  the  depreciation  ^-^hap.  402 
thereof.

1,     The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Eastport  in  the 
county  of  Washington,  shall  in  case  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  by  the  voters  of  said  town,  as  hereinafter  provided,  con- 
tinue to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  of  corporate 
the  city  of  Eastport,  and  as  such  shall  have,  exercise  and  °*™*' 
enjoj  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises, and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  ^^^JjJ'^n^ 
now   appertaining   to,   or    incumbent    upon   said   town  as   a  p''»^"«««*- 
municipal  corporation,  or  appertaining  to  or  incumbent  upon, 
the  inhabitants  or  selectmen  thereof;    and  m.iy  ordain  and 
publish  such  by-laws,  ordiuMUces  and   regulations,  not  incon-  ' 
sistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  as  shall 
be  needful  to  the  good  order  of  said  body  politic  ;  and  impose 
fines   and   penalties   for  the   breach    thereof,    not   exceeding 
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twenty  dollars  for  any  one  offense  which  may  be  recovered 
to  the  use  of  said  city,  by  action  of  debt,  or  on  complaint. 

Sect.  2.  The  administration  of  all  fiscal,  prudential  and 
municipal  affairs  of  said  city  with  the  government  thereof 
shall  be  vested  in  an  ojfficer  to  be  called,  the  mayor,  and  one 
council  of  ten  to  be  denominated  a  board  of  aldermen  ;  all 
of  whom  shall  be  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  legal  voters 
therein.  Said  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  city 
council,  and  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  constitution  of  the  state  for  state  officers. 

Sect.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections,  the  terri- 
tory of  said  city  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  first  elec- 
tion under  this  act,  be  divided  by  ordinance  by  the  city 
council  into  four  wards  to  contain  as  neaf  as  may  be  con- 
sistently with  well  defined  limits,  an  equal  number  of  legal 
voters ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  once  ii> 
ten  years,  and  not  oftener  than  once  in  five  years,  to  review, 
and  if  it  be  needful,  to  alter  such  wards  in  such  manner  as  to 
preserve  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  legal  voters 
in  each  ward. 

Sect.  4.  The  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  shall  be  elected 
from  the  citizens  at  large,  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  city 
voting  in  their  respective  wards.  Two  aldermen,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  school  committee,  a  warden,  a  ward  clerk  and  one 
constable  shall  be  elected  by  each  ward,  being  residents  in 
the  ward  where  elected.  All  of  said  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes  given,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  one  year  from  the  second  Monday  in  March,  and 
until  olheis  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  their  places. 
All  city  and  ward  officers  shall  be  held  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  notwithstanding  their  removal  after 
their  election,  into  any  other  wards  in  the  city  ;  but  they 
shall  not  be  so  held  after  they  have  taken  up  their  permanent 
residence  out  of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  municipal  elections  after  the  first,  shall 
take  place  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  March.  All  meet- 
ings of  the  citizens  for  municipal  purposes  shill  be  notified 
and  called  in  their  respective  wards,  by  the  mayor  and  alder-

Sect.  19.  The  city  council  may  establish  a  fire  depart- 
ment for  said  city,  to  con^^ist  of  a  chief  enginieer,  and  such 
other  officers  and  men  as  it  may  prescribe  ;  and  it  may  make 
regulations  for  the  government  of  such  department.

Sect.  2.  Said  bonds  of  said  town  of  Old  Orchard,  signed 
in  its  behalf  by  the  selectmen  thereof  and  countersigned  by 
its  treasurer,  may  be  upon  such  time  and  rate  of  interest  as 
the  town,  at  a  legal  meeting,  shall  determine.

Sect.  5.  At  any  such  meeting  of  said  inhabitants,  they 
may  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  instruct  the  municipal  oflScers  of 
Old  Orchard  to  purchase  i^aid  franchise  and  property  of  said 
Old  Orchard  Water  Company,  and  such  additi(Uial  water 
supply  as  may  be  needed,  at  such  price  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  shall  be  voted  by  said  inhabitants  at  any  such 
meeting. 

Sect.  (5.  Said  inhabitants  may  by  its  vote  as  aforesaid,

An  Act  to  incorporate  tlie  Soutli  Berwick  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houne  of  Eepresentatives 
in  Legulature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Charles  H.  Burleigh,  John  M.  Burleigh  and 
Walter  A.  Burleigh,  their  associates  and  successors  are  hereby 
made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  South  Berwick  Water 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  to  the  people  of 
South  Berwick  a  supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic,  mechani- 
cal and  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  extinguishing  fires 
and  other  public  uses  in  said  territory,  with  all  of  the  rights, 
privileges,  immunities,  duties  and  obligations  incident  to 
similar  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  it  may  acquire  real  and  personal  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  aforesaid  purposes;  it  may 
issue  bonds  and  other  obligations  and  secure  the  same  by 
mortgage  of  its  franchise  and  other  properly  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  created,  and  may  lease  its  rights, 
franchise  and  property  to  any  other  water  company  in  its 
vicinity,  or  lease  the  rights,  franchise  and  property  of  tiuch 
other  company. 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold,  by  pur- 
chase or  take  as  for  public  use>,  real  estate  or  easement 
therein,  including  the  waters  of  any  pond,  stream  or  spring 
in  said  South  Berwick,  necessary  for  a  sufficient  supply  of 
water,  for  the  construction  of  reservoirs,  dams,  stand  pipes 
and  hydrants  and  la>'ing  pipes ;  and  it  may  lay  its  pipes  along 
the  streets  and  ways  of  the  town  aforesaid,  having  first 
obtained  the  permission  of  the  municipal  officers  thereof  and 
under  such  regulations  as  said  officers  may  prescribe,  it  may 
enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  real  estate  of  any  person  or  cor- 
poration for  the  purpose  of  laying  said  pipes  and  fi.sturcs  and 
maintaining  and  repairing  the  same,  at  their  own  expense, 
doing  no  unnecessary  damage  thereto,  and  it  may  do  any 
other  act  or  thing  necessary,  convenient  and  proper  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  charter. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  corporation  injured  by  the  taking 
of  such  land,  water  or  other  property,  shall  l)e  paid  a  just 
compensation  therefor  by  this  coi'poration,  and  if  said  person 
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or  corponition  and  this  corporation  csin  not  agree  upon  said  ^^ap.  474 
compensation,  the  same  shall  be  determined,  on  application 
t»f  either  party,  as  is  by  law  provided  for  the  estimation  of 
damiiges  for  taking  lands  for  highways. 

Sect.  5.     Said  corporation  may  regulate  the  Ut^c  of  said  May az rates, 
water,  nx  and  collect  the  rates  to  he  paid  tor  the  same  and  to  nippiy  water, 
contract  with  the  municipal  officers  of  the  town  for  water  for 
public  use  and  said  officers  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
such  contract  on  such  terniM  as  the  parties  can  agree.

Said  town  at  any  legal  town  meeting  when  an  Town,  author- 
article  shall  be  duly  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  that  purpose  flahways^"" 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  all  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  cause  proper  fish  ways  to  be  opened, 
constructed  and  maintained  through  the  dams  on  said  river, 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  for  that  purpose  may 
choose  committees  or  authorize  the  selectmen  to  cause  it  to 
be  done,  who  may  act  for  themselves,  or  appoint  a  committee 
or  committees  for  that  purpose.     And  said  town  may  raise  mij^ey'**"* 
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the  necessary  amount  of  money  to  cause  said  fishways  to  he 
built  and  maintained  instead  of  requiring  the  owners  of  the 
dams  to  do  it,  as  they  think  best. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  selectmen  or  committees  in  discharge 
of  their  duties  under  this  act,  are  authorized  and  empowered 
to  pass  over  the  hind  of  any  proprietor  on  said  river,  or 
through  any  mills  or  buildings  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary 
to  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  and  the  damages,  if 
any,  arising  from  the  exercise  of  such  authority'  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  county  commissioners  of  Washington  county. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  take  any 
salmon,  shad  or  alewives  in  said  river  without  permission  of 
said  town,  within  two  years  from  the  time  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  any  person  so  offending  shall,  on  conviction,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  one-half  to 
the  complainant  and  the  other  half  to  said  town. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  town  instead 
of  appointing  a  committee  as  aforesaid,  to  contract  with  some 
suitable  person  or  persons,  upon  proper  terms  and  conditions, 
to  cause  the  said  fishways  to  be  built  and  maintained,  who 
shall  have  the  same  rights,  auth«»rity  and  protection  as  such 
selectmen  or  committee  would  have.

Section  nine  (»f  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  eighty- 
seven,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  'Whenever  said  city  council  shall  determine  to 
lay  out,  widen  or  otherwise  alter  any  public  street  or  road, 
said  city  council  is  authorized  to  levy  an  assessment  upon 
the  real  estate  fronting  upon  the  line  of  said  street  and  upon 
other  land  near  said  street  and  benefited  thereby  in  propor- 
tion to  the  valuation  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived.  The 
amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  fixed  by  the  com- 
mitteeofthe  city  council  authorized  to  lay  out,  widen  or 
alter  said  road,  and  in  their  report  to  the  city  council  said 
committee  hhall  state  definitely  what  amount  they  have 
assessed  on  each  parcel  of  land  or  leal  estate,  giving  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  same.

The  report  of  such  com- 
mittee shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  at  least  seven 
days  before  action  thereon  by  the  city  council.  The  action 
of  such  committee  shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  change  by 
the  city  council.  The  city  clerk  shall  give  to  the  person 
owning  or  in  possession  of  said  real  estate  at  least  five  days 
notice  that  such  assessment  has  been  made,  stating  the  amount 
of  the  same,  before  the  action  of  the  city  council  upon  the 
same,  and  a  fair  opportunity  shall  be  given  to  all  the  parties 
interested  to  be  heard  on  said  assessment  before  the  city 
council,  before  action  shall  l)e  taken  thereon,  and  any  person 
aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  shall  have  the

An  Act  autborizlngr  tlie  County  Conimisaioners  of  Lincoln  Countj'  to  locate  and 
establish  a  highway  across  Sheepscott  River  over  or  near  Sheep.scott  bridge, 
so  called,  connecting  the  towns  of  Alnaand  Newcastle. 

Be  it  enacted  hi/  the  Senate  and  House  of  lie  preventatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Authority  is  hereby  granted  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  Lincoln  county  to  locate  and  establish  a  highway 
from  a  convenient  point  in  the  road  in  the  town  of  Newcastle 
leading  to  the  Sheepscott  bridge,  m}  called,  across  and  over 
the  tide  waters  of  the  Sheepscott  river,  to  a  convenient  point 
in  the  road  in  the  town  of  AIna  leading  to  said  bridge.  Said 
highway  may  be  laid  out  and  established  over  or  near  said 
Sheepscott  bridge. 

Sect.  2.  If  before  the  expiration  of  the  existing  Sheep- 
scott bridge  charter  said  commissioners  shall  locate  and 
establish  said  highway  over  said  bridge,  said  highway  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  open  to  public  travel  from  and  after  the 
expiration  of  said  charter,  and  said  bridge  shall  be  free 
thereafter.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresentatv^^s 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  territory  in  the  town  of  Milhridge,  com- 
prising all  of  school  districts  number  three  and  four,  together 
with  the  inhabitants  thereon,  is  hereby  created  a  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  Milbridge  Village  Corpo- 
ration, with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  provided  by  the 
laws  of  the  stale  relating  to  similar  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  vested 
with  power,  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to 
raise  raonoy  to  defray  the  expenses  of  anight  watch,  a  police 
force,  of  lighting  the  streets,  and  all  other  necessary  meas- 
ures for  the  better  security  of  life  and  property,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  good  order  and  quiet  within  its  limits;  for  the 
purchase,  repair  and  preserv.ition  of  one  or  more  fire  engines, 
engine  houses,  hose,  buckets,  ladders  or  other  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires,  for  the  construction  and  repair 
of  reservoirs  and  aqueducts  to  supply  water,  and  for  organiz- 
ing and  maintaining  within  the  limits  of  said  territory  an  effi- 
cient fire  department.

Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  by  the  taking  *«»»«•"• 
of  any  land  or  other  property,  or  by  flowage,  or  by  excavating 
through  any  land  for  the  purposes  of  laying  down,  pipes  and

any  other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts  ;  and  if  any  person 
sustaining  damage  as  aforesaid,  and  said  corporation  cannot

Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  cross  any 
private  or  public  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction  thereof, 
when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation,  but  in 
such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof;

Maine,  which  organization  is  hereby  ratified,  confirmed    and  SSfpwy 
declared   to  be    legal  and    valid,    is  hereby  authorized    nnd  boiditookof 
empowered  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  shares  of  capital  oorporatioM. 
stock  and  mortgage  bonds  of  other  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Pejepscot  Paper  Company,  its  successors  AuthoriMdto 
and  assigns,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  booms, 
build  and  maintain  in  the  Androscoggin  river  in  the  vicinity 
of  Simpson's  rips,  so  called,  in  the  towns  of  Brunswick, 
Durham  and  Topshara,  dams,  piers,  booms  and  side  booms, 
with  all  the  incidents  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  booming 
and  holding  logs,  spars  and  other  lumber,  said  works  to 
be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  for  prompt  and  convenient 
passage  of  all  logs,  spars  and  other  lumber  that  may  come 
within  the  same  without  unreasonable  or  unnecessary  obstruc- 
tion or  delay.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

The  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of 
what  is  known  as  school  district  number  ohe,  or  the  village 
district,  in  the  town  of  Dixfield,  together  with  the  inhabitants 
thereon,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Dixfield  Village  Corpora-  -«wporato 
tion. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  invested  with  power  Authorised  to 
at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  raise  by  assess-  foroerSSn^ 
ment  or  by  loan,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  beJsuflScient 
for  organizing  and  maintaining  within  the  limits  of  said  cor- 
poration, an  efficient  fire  department;  for  building,  purchas- 
ing, renting,  repairing  and  maintaining  engine  houses,  hook 
and  ladder  carriage  houses,  and  lockups  or  police  stations ; 
for  purchasing,  repairing  and  maintaining  fires  engines,  hose, 
ladders,  buckets,  machines  and  other  apparatus  for  the  ex- 
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tinguisliment  and  prevention  of  fire;  for  the  location,  con- 
struction, and  repairs  of  reservoirs  and  aqueducts;  fur  the 
procuring?  of  water  and  pumps,  pipes,  hydrants  and  machin- 
ery for  handling  and  distributing  the  same;  for  building, 
repairing  and  maintaining  sidewalks;  for  building,  repair- 
ing and  maintaining  sewers;  for  setting  out,  maintaining 
and  caring  for  shade  trees  and  lighting  the  streets ;  for  the 
purchasing  or  renting  real  estate  for  any  of  the  above  pur- 
poses ;  to  pay  for  the  services  of  one  or  more  police  ofiBcers, 
night  watchman  or  any  other  oflScers  to  whom  the  said  cor- 
poration may  vote  a  salary  or  other  compensation  ;  and  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  schools,  and  may  receive, 
hold  and  manage  devises,  bequests  or  gifts  for  any  of  the 
above  purposes,  provided,  however,  that  all  that  portion  of 
said  district  number  one  that  is  situated  northerly  from  the 
homestead  of  Wallace  E.  Hutchinson  and  northerly  from  the 
homestead  farm  of  Melissa  J.  Randall  and  northerly  and 
easterly  from  the  homestead  farm  of  Cyrus  W.  Bartlett  and 
easterly  from  the  homestead  farm  of  George  G.  Gates, 
together  with  all  personal  property  on  the  same  and  occupants 
thereof,  are  hereby  exempted  from  the  pi-ovisions  of  this  act, 
except  for  money  raised  for  educational  purposes. 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  take 
stock  in  the  Dixfield  and  Peru  Bridge  Company,  to  the  amount 
of  four  thousand  dollars,  provided,  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  said  corporation,  present  and  voting,  at  a  legal 
meeting,  called  for  the  purpose,  authorize  the  same,  and  may 
raise  the  amount  voted  for  that  purpose  by  assessment  or  by 
loan. 

Sect.  4.  Any  amount  raised  by  said  corporation  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  property  and 
polls  within  the  territory,  by  the  assessors  of  said  corpora- 
tion, in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by-law  for  the 
assessment  of  county  and  town  taxes,  and  |[said  asses- 
sors may  copy  the  last  valuation  of  said  propert}'  by  the 
assessors  of  the  town  of  Dixfield,  and  assess  the  tax  thereon, 
if  said  corporation  shall  so  direct,  and  may  abate  any  tax  by 
them  so  assessed.  The  tax  on  polls  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  to  any  one  person  in  one  year. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  a  certificate  being  filed  with  the  assessors 
of  said  corporation  by  the  clerk  thereof,  of  the  amount  of

town  taxes  are  by  law  collected  by  towns,  and  to  pay  over

Chapter  ; 

An  Act  to  divide  the  towns  of  Poland  and  Minot  and  Incorporate  the  town  of 

Mechanic  Full«. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  of  Represeidatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  That  part  of  the  town  of  Minot  lying  westerly 
of  the  following  described  line  :  beginning  at  the  mouth  of 
Bog  brook,  so  called,  thence  up  paid  brook  to  Gardner  brook, 
so  called,  thence  up  said  Gardner  brook  to  the  Oxford  town 
line  ;  and  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Poland  lying  northerly 
and  easterly  of  the  following  described  line  :  beginning  at  the 
point  where  the  Oxford  town  line  crosses  Winter  brook,  so 
called,  thence  up  said  brook  to  the  outlet  of  Tripp  pond,  so

If  the  annual  election  for  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion and  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  cause  shall 
not  be  held  on  the  day  before  mentioned,  the  said  corporation 
shall  not  be  thereby  dissolved,  but  the  officers  and  trustees 
shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election.

F.  A.  Jones,  H.  H.  Patten,  and  such  persons  as  they  may 
associate  with  themselves  in  the  enterprise,  are  hereby  incor- 
porated into  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Newport 
Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  Newport  vil- 
lage in  the  town  of  Newport,  in  Penobscot  county,  and  the 
vicinity  of  said  village,  with  pure  water  for  domestic,  sani- 
tary and  municipal  purposes.

Said  company  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  its  works,  of  any  and  all  kinds,  upon  such  rates 
and  times  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage 
of  the  franchise  and  property  of  said  company. 

Sect.  8.  The  first  meeting  of  said  company  may  be  called 
by  a  written  notice  thereof,  signed  by  any  three  corporators 
herein  named,  served  upon  each  corporator  by  giving  him  the 
same  in  hand,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  last  and  usual 
place  of  abode  seven  days  before  the  time  of  meeting.

other  contrivances  as  to  facilitate  and  not  impede  or  interfere 
with  the  floating  or  driving  of  logs,  and  noth.ing  herein  shall 
interfere  with  the  chartered  rights  of  the  Emerson  Sluice 
Company,  nor  with  the  free  use  of  the  waters  of  Pierce, 
Baker  and  Moxie  ponds,  so  far  as  needed  for  driving  logs  or 
lumber  in  said  ponds  and  in  Pierce  and  Moxie  streams  as 
heretofore  used.

Chapter  597. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Warren  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  .  Thomas  Walker,  M.  R.  Mathews,  N.  B.  East- 
man, Edwin  Smith  and  Joseph  N.  Vinal,  and  such  persons  as 
they  may  associate  with  themselves  in'  the  enterprise,  and 
their  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  the  Warren  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  —corporate 
of  supplying  the  town  of  Warren,  in  the  county  of  Knox, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  with  pure  water  for  domes- 
tic, sanitary  and  municipal  purposes,  including  extinguish- 
ment of  fires. 

Sect.  2.     Raid  company,  for  said  purposes,   may  retain,  M»y uke  water, 
collect,  take,  store,  use  and   distribute  water  from  Georges' 
river  in  said  Warren  and  from  North  and  South   ponds  and 
any  springs  within  a  radius  of  one  and  one-half  miles  from 
the  post  oflSce  in  said  Warren,  and  may  locate,  construct  and  ^uypipei. 
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maintain  cribs,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  gates,  pipes,  hydrants 
and  all  other  necessary  structures  therefor;  but  said  com- 
pany shall  have  no  right  to  raise  the  water  of  said  ponds 
or  river  above  the  natural  level  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con- 
struct and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along  and  across  the 
highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and  bridges  in  said  town 
and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all  such  fciluices,  nqueducts, 
pipes,  hydrants  and  structures  as  may  be  iiecessar}  for  the 
purposes  of  their  incorporation,  so  as  not  to  unreasonably 
obstruct  the  same  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  con- 
ditions as  the  selectmen  of  said  town  may  impose.  And  said 
company  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  persons  and 
property  occasioned  by  the  use  of  such  highways,  ways  and 
streets,  and  bhall  further  be  liable  to  pay  to  said  town  all 
sums  recovered  against  said  town  for  damages  from  obstruc- 
tion caused  by  said  company,  and  f(»r  all  expenses,  including 
reasonable  counsel  fees  incurred  in  defending  such  suits, 
with  interest  on  the  same. 

Sect.  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  cross  any 
water  course,  private  and  public  sewer,  or  to  change  the 
direction  thereof  when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their 
incorporation,  but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or 
impair  the  use  thereof,  and  said  company  shall  be  liable  for 
any  injury  caused  thereby  ;  whenever  said  company  shall  lay 
down  any  fixture  in  any  highway,  or  street,  or  make  any 
alterations  or  repairs  upon  its  works  in  any  highway,  way  or 
street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little 
obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be  practicable,  and  shall 
at  its  own  expense,  without  unnec'sisary  delay,  cause  the 
earth  and  paviments  there  removed  by  it  to  be  replaced  in 
proper  condition. 

Sect.  5.  Said  company  may  take  and  hold  any  lands 
necessary  for  reservoirs,  gates,  hydrants  and  other  necessary 
structures,  and  may  locate,  lay  and  maintain,  aqueducts, 
pipes,  hydrants  and  other  necessary  structures  or  fixtures  in, 
over  and  through  any  lands  for  its  said  purposes,  and  excavate 
in  and  through  such  lands  for  such  location,  construction  and 
maintenance.  It  may  enter  upon  such  lands  to  make  surveys 
and  location,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  said 
county  of  Knox,  plans  of  such  location  and  lands,  showing 
the  property  taken,  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  publish 
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notice  of  such  filing  in  sonoe  newspaper  in  said  county,  such        ap.  pi^/ 
publication  to  he  continued  three  weeks  successively.     Not 
more  than  one  rod  in  width  of  land  shall  be  occupied  by  any 
one  line  of  pipe  or  aqueduct,  and  not  more  than  two  acres 
by  any  one  reservoir. 

Sect.  6.  Should  the  said  company  and  the  owner  of  such  D«inage«.  how 
land  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such  JaJJ^S*"^' *° 
location,  taking,  holding  and  construction,  the  land  owner  ■^''•®™*"  * 
may,  within  twelve  months  after  said  filing  of  plans  of  loca- 
tion, apply  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Knox, 
and  cause  such  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations 
as  are  by  law  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying 
out  of  highways,  so  far  as  such  law  is  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  If  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay 
such  land  owner,  or  diposit  for  his  use  with  the  clerk  of 
the  county  commissioners  aforesaid,  such  sum  as  may  be 
finally  awarded  as  damages,  with  cot^ts  when  recovered 
by  him,  within  ninety  da,>s  after  notice  of  final  judgment 
shall  have  been  received  by  the  clerk  of  courts  of  said  county, 
the  said  location  shall  be  thereby  invalid,  and  said  company 
forfeit  all  rights  under  the  same  as  against  such  land  owner. 
Said  company  may  make  a  tender  to  any  landowner  damaged 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  such  land  owner  re- 
covers more  damnojes  than  were  tendered  him  bv  said  com- 
pany,  he  shall  recover  costs,  otherwise  said  company  shall 
recover  costs.

No  person  shall  take,  catch,  kill,  fish  for, 
destroy,  or  have  in  possession  any  land-locked  salmon  or 
trout,  for  a  period  of  six  years  Irom  the  approval  of  this  act, 
in  any  of  the  following  waters.  In  all  the  brooks  and  streams 
and  tributaries  thereto,  that  flow  into  any  of  the  ponds  or 
lakes  lying  wholly  or  in  part  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop, 
Monmouth  and  Litchfield  and  all  streams  and  brooks  that 
flow  directly  or  indirectly  into  the  Cobbosseecontee  stream, 
so  called,  in  the  county  of  Kennebec. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  transport  from  place  to  place, 
any  white  |)erch,  smelts,  minnows,  shiners,  fresh  water 
herring,  or  any  fish  commonly  used  for  bait,  from  any  of  the 
waters,  named  in  nection  one  of  this  act.  But  this  act  shall 
not  piohil)it  the  taking  of  white  perch  for  consumption  in 
the  family  of  the  person  taking  them,  or  the  taking  of  smelts, 
shiners,  minnows  and  other  fish  commonly  used  for  bait, 
for  one's  own  use  for  fishing  in  any  of  the  methods  now 
provided  for  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  take  more  than 
twenty-five  white  perch  in  one  day's  fishing  in  any  of  the 
waters  aforesaid,  or  more  than  five  hundred  of  the  above 
named  fish  usually  used  for  bait. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
ofl*ense,  and  one  dollar  for  each  fish  taken  in  violation  of  this 
act.

^^t^^*  ^^^  Sect.  2.  The  treasarer  of  thi«  slate  shall,  in  the  month  of  April, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  send  bis  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city,  town  or 
plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respectively  to  assess, 
in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sums  so  charged,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  to  add  the  amount 
of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  county  and  town  taxes,  to  be  by  them 
assessed  in  each  cit}*,  town  and  plantation  or  other  place,  respec- 
tively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall  require 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively, 
to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  warrants  requiring  the 
collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  to  collect  and 
pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  cities,  towns  and  planta- 
tions, the  sum  against  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  respec- 
tively, in  this  act  contained,  which  said  respective  treasurers  shall 
pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  said  mayor,  selectmen 
and  assessors,  respectively,  shall  return  a  certificate  of  the  names 
of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums  which  each  collector  mav  be  re- 
quired  to  collect,  to  said  state  treasurer,  sometime  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  tia:ie  for  the  payment  of  a  state  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  has  expired,  and  it  is  unpaid,  the  treasurer  of 
state  sh^ll  give  notice  thereof  to  the  municipal  ofl3cers  of  any  delin- 
quent town,  and  unless  such  tax  shall  be  paid  within  sixty  days,  the 
treasurer  of  state  may  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
reqniring  him  to  levy,  b}^  distress  and  sale,  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  ;  and  the  sheriff 
or  his  deputy  shall  execute  such  warrants,  observing  the  regulations 
provided  for  satisfying  warrants  against  deficient  collectors,  as  pre- 
scribed by  chapter  six  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Sect.  5.  When  any  state  tax  assessed  upon  any  city  or  town 
remains  unpaid,  such  city  or  town  is  precluded  from  drawing  from 
the  state  treasury  the  school  funds  set  apart  for  such  city  or  town, 
10  long  as  such  tax  remains  unpaid.

An  Act  for  the  asHessment  of  a  State  Tax  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  eighty-seven 
thousand  two  hundred  foi-ty-seven  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Section  1.     That  each  city,  town,  plantation,  or  any  other  place  state  tax  for 

1894 

hereinafter  named,  within  this  state,  shall  be  assessed  and  pay  the 
several  sums  with  which  they  respectively  stand  charged  in  the  fol- 
lowing lists ;  the  same  being  in  addition  to  the  poll  tax  of  one  cent 
on  each  poll,  a  tax  of  two  and  one-half  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
the  present  valuation  for  the  current  disbursements  of  the  treasury, 
for  the  3'ear  eighteen  hundred  and  ninet^^-four,  and  for  the  school 
mill  fund  established  by  an  act  approved  February  twenty- seve n , 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.

Chap.  640       Sbct.  2.    The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of  AprU, 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninetj- 
four,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city,  town  or 
plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respectively  to  assess, 
in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sums  so  charged,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  to  add  the  amount 
of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  county  and  town  taxes,  to  be  by  theoi 
assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation  or  other  place,  respec- 
tively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall  require 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively, 
to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  warrants  requiring  the 
collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  to  collect  and 
pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  cities,  towns  and  planta- 
tions, the  sum  against  said  cicies,  towns  and  plantations,  respec- 
tively, in  this  act  contained,  which  said  respective  treasurers  shall 
pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one

Sect,  1.     The  city  of  Bangor  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  oitjofBangw, 
out  a  public  highway  from  Broad  street,  so  called,  to  Ex-  boiidbrids* 
change  street,  so  called,  in  said  Bangor,  northerly  of  the  keaffstiMm. 
railroad   bridge   crossing  the   Kenduskeag  stream   near  its 
junction  with  the  Penobscot  river,  and  build  a  bridge  across 
the  said  Kenduskeag  stream  for  foot  and  carriage  travel,  near 
to  and  at  such  distance  from  said  railroad  bridge  that  said 
railroad  bridge  and  the  bridge  hereby  authorized  shall  not 
unreasonably  endanger  each  other  or  hinder  the  free  use  of 
either.     Provided,  that  before  laying  out  said  highway  and  -ptoyfrn*

JJe  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Freeland  Howe,  George  L.  Beal,  H.  M.  Bearce, 
George  A.  Wilson,  Oscar  H.  Ilersey,  George  E.  Macomber,

modation for  the  above  class,  on  the  grounds  of  the  Maine 
Insune  Hospital,  in  Augusta,  and  report  to  the  next 
legislature.

GOVERNOR   CLEAVES'   ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresentatives : 

I  need  not  come,  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  to 
apprise  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine,  that  the  skies 
are  bright  with  promise  for  the  future  of  our  commonwealth. 

I  unite  with  you  in  the  abiding  faith  and  interest  that  is 
being  manifested  in  our  general  pro8perit3\  We  welcome 
those  from  beyond  our  borders,  who  come  and  join  with  us  in 
utilizing  the  great  natural  advantages  with  which  our  State  is 
endowed.  While  we  may  look  with  pride  upon  the  advance- 
ment already  made,  yet  our  productive  power  in  agriculture, 
in  manufactured  articles  and  other  products,  may  be  largely 
augmented,  until  the  beneficial  eflects  shall  penetrate  every 
section  of  the  State. 

During  the  past  two  yeara,  many  millions  of  new  capital 
have  been  invested  in  the  State  of  Maine,  in  the  enlargement 
of  existins:  industries,  and  in  creatinor  and  advancinor  new 
enterprises,  thus  giving  employment  to  many  thousand,  addi- 
tional, laboring  people.  We  are  making  greater  progi'ess 
than  ever  before,  and  yet,  we  have  only  partially  developed 
Maine's  enormous  wealth.  Our  magnificent  water-powers, 
unlimited  in  capacity  and  extent,  are  being  I'apidly  utilized. 
New  and  important  lines  of  railroads  are  being  constructed 
within  our  limits,  and  additional  avenues  of  tmde  are  being 
opened.  Private  capital,  to  a  large  degree,  has  ceased  its 
westward  flow  to  build  up  and  enrich  other  states,  and  is  now 
more  genemlly  seeking  investment  at  home,  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Maine's  resources,  with  advantage  both  to  the  investor 
and  the  people.  Maine  is  rapidly  attaining  a  position  to  give 
employment  to  all,  and  to  retain  within  her  own  territory"  the 
enterprising  young  men  and  wcmien  of  the  State,  w^ho  have 
too  often,  in  the  past,  sought  other  fields.     We  have  anindus- 
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trious  people,  a  productive  soil  and  extensive  waterways; 
our  harbors  are  unsurpassed,  our  advantages  for  commerce 
unequaled  and  our  facilities  for  manufacturing  unrivaled. 
We  have  here,  within  our  own  domain,  all  the  elements  that 
attract  men  of  enterprise  and  business,  seeking  new  and  desira- 
ble locations. 

Let  every  citizen  enjoying  the  protection  of  our  laws,  and 
the  freedom  of  our  grand  institutions,  omit  no  opportunity  to 
commend  and  advance  the  community  in  which  he  lives. 
There  should  be  individual  effort  among  our  people  to 
encourage  every  legitimate  entei'prise  and  industry,  great  or 
small,  on  our  own  soil.  They  give  employment  to  labor,  and 
increase  the  prosperity  of  our  State.  Every  wateri)ower 
developed  along  our  rivers  and  streams,  every  manufactory 
or  industry  built  up,  adds  to  the  well-being  and  wealth  of 
the  people. 

Those  interested  in  Maine's  growth  must  take  broad  and 
progressive  views.  No  reasonable  opportunities  should  be 
neglected  to  direct  the  attention  of  our  own  citizens  and  those 
from  abroad,  to  the  favorable  and  extraordinary  advantages 
found  here,  for  the  investment  of  capital.  Ihe  policy  pur- 
sued by  other  states  in  making  known  their  resources,  has 
been  drawing  from  our  surplus  wealth,  and  we  have  contrib- 
uted more  than  our  proportion  of  capital  and  men  to  build  up 
other  communities.  Our  interests  should  center  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  own  State.  We  need  only  to  put  our 
capital  at  home  in  motion,  and  during  the  next  decade — 
with  national  legislation  not  unfavorable  to  our  industries 
— we    shall   achieve  a  greater  advance  than  ever  before. 

Let  us  encourage  the  young  men  of  the  State  in  their 
efforts.  Many  may  be  without  large  capital,  yet  they  pos- 
sess the  intelligence,  the  industry  and  the  enterprise  that 
make  prosperous  states ;  they  believe  in  Maine  and  desire 
her  advancement.  Let  us  also  remember  that  the  young  men 
of  to-day  are  to  guard  in  the  future,  the  progress,  the  glory, 
the  honor  and  the  greatness  of  our  commonwealth. 

The  national  government  deemed  it  fitting  that  the  four 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  should 
be  commemorated  by  an  exhibition  of  the  resources  and 
development  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  progress  of  civ- 
ilization in  the  new  world.     It  was  designed  that  this  exhibi- 
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tion  should  be  of  an  international  character,  permitting  not 
only  the  people  of  our  Union  and  of  this  continent,  but  those 
of  all  nations  to  participate. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  considering  it  impor- 
tant that  the  resources  and  progress  of  our  State  should  be 
made  known  at  such  exhibition,  made  an  appropriation  of 
forty  thousand  dollars,  and  created  a  commission  designated 
**The  World's  Fair  Managers  of  Maine, **  to  assume  charge 
of  the  interests  of  the  State  and  its  citizens,  in  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three. 
Much  interest  is  being  manifested  in  this  exposition.  It  is 
of  great  importance  to  the  State,  that  there  should  be  a  favor- 
able representation  of  the  products  of  our  soil,  of  our  forests 
and  of  the  sea,  of  our  manufactures,  industries,  educational 
advantages  and  general  development.  Nor  should  we  neglect 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  world  to  the  beauty  of  our  scenery 
and  the  healthfulnessof  our  climate,  where  greater  attractions 
for  the  [summer  traveler  can  be  found  than  in  any  other 
favored][sp(>t  in  our  country. 

The  sum  designated  in  the  appropriation  for  the  erection 
of  a  State  building  at  Chicago,  was  found  inadequate  for  the 
purpose  ;[^but  our  own  citizens,  by  voluntary  gifts  in  money 
and  materials,  have  provided  the  additional  amount  required 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  commensurate  to  the  importance 
of  the  State,  and  constructed,  principally,  of  Maine  material. 
The  State  appreciates  the  liberality  of  those  of  its  citizens 
who^have  so  cheerfully  and  generously  given  from  their  own 
means  in  aid  of  this  worthy  object. 

A  creditable  representation  at  this  exposition  will  be  a 
source  of  gratification  to  the  sons  of  Maine  throughout  the 
country,  and  every  citizen  of  the  Statip  will  feel  a  natural 
pride  in^her  progressive  spirit,  that  she  is  maintaining  her 
advanced  position  among  the  other  states  of  the  Union. 

"Sail  on,  thou  prosperous  ship  of  State ! 
Sail  on,  O  Union,  strong  and  great ! 
Sail  on,  nor  fear  to  breast  the  sea ! 
Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  are  all  with  thee." 

The  restraining  influence  of  our  laws  upon  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  has  had  a  marked  and  beneficial  effect. 
The  people  of  Maine  have,  repeatedly,  re-aflSrmed  their  adher- 
ence to  all  reasonable  provisions  for  the  suppression  of  intern-

perance ;  and  the  educational,  moral  and  religious  influences, 
constantly  being  exerted  to  maintain  a  healthful  public  senti- 
ment, have  had  a  controlling  force  in  repressing  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  our  State. 
There  must  be  an  active  public  opinion  in  support  of  the 
laws ;  and  whatever  advance  can  be  made  in  this  direction 
will  tend  to  lessen  the  blighting  influences  of  intemperance, 
and  command  general  approval. 

The  educational  interests  of  the  State  should  be  among 
the  first  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  The  strength  and  sta- 
bility of  our  great  republic  lies  in  the  enlightenment  of  its 
citizens.  ''Popular  education  is  the  pledge  of  freedom  and 
the  pride  of  nations."  The  children  of  every  citizen  of  the 
State  should  have  an  opportunity,  at  the  public  charge,  to 
lay  the  foundation  for  future  advancement  and  good  citizen- 
ship. The  State  owes  this  to  its  children.  It  is,  therefore, 
with  pleasure  that  we  notice  the  growing  interest  in  our  com- 
mon schools,  the  great  safeguard  of  our  civilization.  Their 
streams  of  light  and  wisdom  make  our  homes  happier,  and 
the  State  more  prosperous. 

The  favoi'able  sentiment  manifested  for  a  more  extended 
education  than  can  be  acquired  in  our  common  schools,  has 
found  expression  in  the  excellent  free  high  school  system  of 
the  State.  The  Normal  Schools,  successfully  fulfilling  the 
purposes  designed,  are  in  a  most  excellent  condition  and  con- 
stantly improving  in  eflSciency.  The  County  Educational  ^ 
Conventions  are  having  an  advantageous  effect,  and  the  public 
schools  are  feeling  the  good  influence  of  these  organized  asso- 
ciations. Our  colleges,  seminaries,  academies  and  other 
institutions  of  learning  are  among  the  most  advanced  in  the 
Union. 

The  great,  additional  educational  advantages  that  would  be 
secured  by  a  public  library  in  every  town  in  the  State,  may 
well  enlist  our  attention.  A  small,  annual  appropriation  by 
the  several  towns,  with  the  pecuniary  aid  and  encouragement 
that  would  be  rendered  by  the  citizens,  would  within  a  short 
period  secure  the  possession  of  a  public  library  free  to  all. 
No  one  could  seriously  question  the  wisdom  of  a  law  that  will 
give  substantial  encouragement  in  opening  up  these  channels 
of  intellectual  thought  and  improvement.  In  the  generous 
maintenance   of  our  educational  system,    our   State   stands 
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almost  unrivaled,  and  her  history  is  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the 
cause  of  free  education.  We  should  continue  in  our  efforts 
to  elevate  the  standard  to  the  hi<2:hest  possible  limit. 

The  agricultural  interests  of  the  State  form  the  foundation 
of  our  growth.  While  the  average  yield  of  some  portions  of 
our  soil  may  not  equal  that  of  other  sections  of  the  country, 
it  exceeds  in  net  income  to  the  farmer,  the  fertile  fields  of  the 
West,  because  of  our  superior  markets,  continually  broaden- 
ing by  the  rapid  development  of  our  manufacturing  and 
commercial  interests.  The  valuable  discussions  as  to  the 
treatment  of  the  soil  and  its  adaptation  to  particular 
products,  now  l)cing  successfully  promoted  by  the  grange, 
the  farmers'  institutes,  and  other  agricultural  societies, 
in  connection  with  the  excellent  work  l)eing  accomplished 
by  the  State  College,  ai'e  having  a  beneficial  effect; 
and  the  contributions  of  science  in  promoting  agricul- 
ture are  l>eing  brought  into  requisition.  I  shall  be 
pleased  to  co-operate  with  you  in  such  just  measures  as  shall 
recognize  and  forward  these  important  interests  of  Maine. 

Judicious  legislation  looking  to  the  preser\'ation  of  our 
vast  areas  of  forest  growth  and  the  i)romotion  of  forest  culture 
will  tend  to  our  material  welfare. 

The  awakening  interest  that  is  being  manifested  in  improved 
highways,  insuring  better  means  of  communication,  is  worthy 
the  consideration  of  the  law  making  power.  Every  citizen 
who  travels,  every  farmer  desiring  to  reach  the  best  markets 
for  his  products,  appieciates  the  value  of  good  public  roads. 
A  foiTiier  census  report  of  the  United  States,  shows  that  in 
some  of  the  most  fertile  sections  of  our  country,  *'it  costs  the 
farmer  more  to  carry  two  bushels  of  wheat  a  mile,  than  it 
does  the  ordinary  railroad  to  carry  a  ton."  And  practically 
the  same  ratio  will  hold  good  as  to  his  other  commodities. 
These  disadvantages  are  severely  felt  by  every  producer 
removed  from  rail  or  water  communication,  and  the  equali- 
zation of  such  conditions,  so  far  as  possible,  is  certainly 
desirable.  Improved  roads  will  be  beneficial  to  the  consumer 
as  well  as  the  producer,  and  will  [)romote  public  convenience. 

The  lc«:al  rate  of  interest  in  this  State,  in  the  absence  of 
an  agreement  in  writing,  is  six  per  cent,  annually.  Some 
instances  have  come  under  my  observation  where  excessive 
and  exorbitant  rates,  amounting  to  more  than  thirty-six  per 
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cent,  per  annum,  have  l>een  exacted  on  small  loans,  secured 
either  upon  the  small  farm,  or  the  dwelling  or  household 
goods  of  the  laborer.  The  amount  denominated  in  the  bond 
has  often  been  demanded  regardless  of  the  distress  following 
its  enforcement.  The  force  of  public  opinion  condemning 
such  extortion,  does  not  afford  adequate  relief,  and  it  can  only 
be  found  in  positive  law.  I  recommend  such  legislation,  in 
the  direction  indicated,  as  will  prevent  this  oppression. 

More  than  six  thousand  persons  are  employed  by  the  rail- 
roads within  the  limits  of  the  State.  The  nature  of  their 
emj)loyment  is  hazardous,  and  much  depends  upon  their  care 
and  vigilance.  They  sene  the  public  with  fidelity,  and  many 
of  them,  at  times,  with  great  peril  to  themifclves.  We  should 
not  withhold  any  proper  legislation  that  will  tend  to  throw 
about  them  and  the  public  additional  safeguards. 

The  fishing  interests  of  our  State  deserve  your  care6il  con- 
sideration. They  are  a  source  of  great  revenue,  and  give 
employment  to  many  of  our  citizens. 

Our  shii)ping  interests  are  among  our  important  industries. 
That  our  enterprising  people  are  not  to  be  surpassed  in  the 
construction  of  ships  of  iron  and  steel  is  already  evident. 

The  relations  between  the  employed  and  the  employers,  in 
nearly  all  our  industries,  have  !)een  harmonious  and  of  a  sat- 
isfactory character.  We  have  been  free  from  the  disastrous 
disturbances  and  conflicts  that  have  been  so  common  in  some 
other  commonwealths.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  high  intelli«:ence 
and  character  of  the  industrial  people  of  Maine. 

A  great  danger  menaces  the  interests  of  legitimate  labor 
from  the  indiscriminate  imm]<rnition  that  is  flooding  our 
country.  Though  our  institutions  are  founded  upon  the 
theory  that  our  shores  may  be  the  refuge  of  the  poor  and  the 
oppressed  of  other  nations,  yet  they  do  not  contemi)late  a 
welcome  to  the  corrupt  and  vicious,  the  paupers,  the  degraded 
and  criminal  classes,  nor  to  those  escaping  from  the  pestilen- 
tial atmosphere  of  any  foreign  countrj^  It  will  in  time,  if 
not  properly  guarded,  not  only  cornipt  our  own  national  life, 
but  diminish,  if  not  destroy,  the  .great  advantages  that  sur- 
round the  existing  conditions  of  labor,  and  endanger  the 
health,  the  happiness  and  safety  of  our  own  people. 

The  official  reports  for  the  years  1891  and  1892,  relating  to 
the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  State,  with  the  reports 
49 
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of  various  officers  and  commissioners  will  bejaid  before  you. 
Many  of  tbem  relate  to  matters  that  will  require  legislative 
attention,  and  the  information  and  recommendations  contained 
in  the  same  should  have  attentive  examination. 

The  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic"*  Arts'  is 
showing  commendable  progress  in  its  educational  work ;  it  is 
maintaining  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  This  institution  is  annually  sending  forth  a  body 
of  young  men  fitted  by  actual  training  to  aid  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  various  industries. 

The  Military  and  Naval  Ori)han  Asylum  should  receive 
your  encouragement.  There  are  now  forty-nine  children 
under  the  care  of  this  deserving  institution. 

Many  of  the  friendless  childi'en  of  the  State  find  a  home  in 
the  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  where  by  kind  and  gentle 
treat nf(»nt,  and  under  the  influences  of  inteilectuil  and  moral 
training,  thev  are  restored  to  wavs  of  industrv  and  useful 
employment.  The  gratifying  results  of  the  past,  justify  the 
continued  aid  of  the  State. 

The  KefoiTii  School  merits  your  favor.  Reclaiming  young 
boys  from  crime  and  evil  associations,  l)estowing  upon  them 
an  education  and  fitting  them  for  useful  employments,  may 
well  command  the  sup[)ort  of  the  State. 

We  should  accord  to  the  deaf,  the  dumb  and  the  blind,  the 
advantages  of  a  good  education,  and  the  Legislatui-e  should 
make  suitable  provision  in  their  behalf. 

The  insane  are  entitled  to  the  special  care  of  the  State. 
Their  lot  is  the  saddest  that  can  befall  humanity.  To  the 
great  credit  of  our  State,  you  have  never  reluctantly  or  stint- 
ingly  bestowed  your  public  favor  upon  this  unfortunate  class, 
and  we  should  continue  to  make  appropriate  provision  for 
their  care.  Many,  with  proper  treatment,  can  be  restored  to 
their  families,  to  society  and  activity  in  the  business  world. 
The  incurable  should  have  the  kindest  restraint  consistent 
with  public  safety. 

A  joint  committee  of  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  will  have  *  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  State 
Prison  and  observe  the  workings  of  its  various  departments. 
The  Legislature  in  1887  passed  an  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment of  the  convicts.  The  division  of  their  labor  in  the 
different  manufacturing  departments  should  be  such  as  not 
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to  compete,  injuriously,  with  any  industry  in  the  State.  The 
general  and  financial  condition  of  the  prison  is  clearly  and 
favorably  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Warden. 

Executive  clemency  is  frequently  asked  in  behalf  of  con- 
victs in  our  prison  and  jails.  The  interests  of  justice  require 
that  some  representative  of  the  government,  familiar  with 
the  case,  shall  be  present  at  the  hearing.  I  recommend  that 
provision  be  made  by  law  for  the  attendance  of  the  County 
Attorney  of  the  county  from  which  the  prisoner  was  sen- 
tenced. 

We  recognize  the  beneficial  work  being  accomplished  by 
the  State  and  local  Boards  of  Health.  Their  united  action 
in  the  enforcement  of  all  sanitary  precautions  deemed  neces- 
sary for  public  safety,  will  give  us  additional  guaranties  of 
inmumity  from  contagion. 

The  sacred  assurance  that  fell  from  the  lips  of  the  patriotic 
people  of  Elaine,  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  that 
the  State  would  never  fail  her  sons  who  would  go  foilh  to 
ui)hold  the  honor  of  the  American  republic  upon  the  field  of 
conflict  and  of  death,  has  been  observed  and  faithfully  kept 
by  our  [)eople.  We  should  continue  this  just  aid  in  behalf 
of  the  desei-ving  '*boys  in  blue"  and  the  needy  loved  ones  of 
those  who  have  gone  beyond. 

The  volunteer  militia  of  the  State  should  receive  the 
encouragement  which  it  so  well  deserves.  Public  interest 
and  safety  require  that  a  voluntary  organization  shall  be  sus- 
tained and  that  it  shall  maintain  the  best  possible  standard. 
The  force  should  not  be  so  large  as  to  create  a  dispropor- 
tionate expenditure  of  the  public  moneys.  It  is  anticipated 
that  in  the  near  future  the  entire  expense  of  maintaining  the 
volunteer  militia  of  the  different  states  will  be  assumed  by  the 
national  government,  and  we  should  be  in  a  position  to  avail 
ourselves  of  the  full  advantages  to  be  derived  from  such  antic- 
ipated legislation.  Our  militia  is  composed  of  bmve 
and  patriotic  young  men  engaged  in  peaceful  pursuits, 
who  are  loyal  to  our  State  and  its  laws,  our  country  and  its 
flag.  We  should  not  hesitate  in  making  suitable  provision 
for  the  maintenance  of  an  eflScient  organization,  such  as  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  declares  to  be  "necessary 
to  the  security  of  a  free  State." 
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The  reports  of  the  various  officers  connected  with  this 
branch  of  the  service  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  you  should 
determine  what  modification  must  be  made  in  the  existing 
militia  laws  of  tlie  State  to  conform  to  United  States  regula- 
tions. They  should  undergo  a  careful  scrutiny,  and  all 
interested  in  the  service  should  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
fully  heard. 

The  prosperous  condition  of  our  savings  I>ank8  furnishes 
pronounced  evidence  of  the  fidelity  of  those  charged  with 
the  management  of  these  institutions,  and  conveys  to  us  the 
gratifying  assurance  that  the  accumulations  of  industry  are 
constantly  increasing.  The  resources  of  our  fifty-three  isav- 
ings  banks,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Octolier,  18i>2,  amounted 
to  the  magnificent  sum  of  fifty-six  million,  eight  hundred 
thirty-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  sixty-three  dollars  and 
sixty-eight  cents.  The  increjuse  of  dejwsits  for  the  year, 
1892,  was  three  million,  one  hundred  nineteen  thousand,  four 
hundred  ninetv-six  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents.  Bv  the 
rejK)rt  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner,  it  appears  that  more  than 
half  of  the  entire  deposits  are  invested  outside  of  the  State. 
While  these  investments  are  safe,  and  afford  ample  security 
to  depositors,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  large  a  portion  of 
the  people's  money  is  invested  in  securities  beyond  our  bor- 
ders. If  we  are  to  have  continued  prosperity,  if  we  are  to 
reach  the  great  possibilities  in  agriculture  and  industrial 
growth  that  by  continued  effort ,  await  us,  we  should  create  a 
public  sentiment  that  will  resist  the  flow  of  our  capital  to 
other  fields.  The  earnest  co-operation  of  our  savings  insti- 
tutions in  steadily  encouraging  investments  at  home,  where  it 
can  be  done  with  safety  to  the  depositor,  is  certainly  desirable. 

We  have  in  the  State  thirteen  trust  and  banking  companies 
with  a  capital  stock  of  one  million,  sixty-nine  thousand,  eight 
hundred  dollars.  Their  aggregate  deposits  amount  to  more 
than  three  million  dollars,  and  their  total  resources  are  four 
million,  eight  hundred  sixty-six  thousand,  three  hundred 
twenty-four  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents.  They  are  in  a 
thriving  condition. 

The  twenty-nine  loan  and  building  associations  of  the  State, 
created  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  building  of  new 
homes,  indicate  a  marked  degree  of  prosperity,  and  their 
beneficial  effects  are  already  manifest. 
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Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  that  portion  of  Chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  applicable  to  the  old  state 
banking  system.  While  I  do  not  entertain  the  belief  shared  bj 
some,  that  the  repeal  by  Congress  of  the  tax  on  the  circulation  of 
state  banks  would  authorize  the  revival  of  any  of  the  old  state 
bank  charters,  yet  I  am  constrained  to  say,  the  provisions  of 
the  present  law  applicable  to  such  institutions  are  not  compli- 
mentary or  creditable  to  the  high  financial  standing  and  credit 
of  our  State.  Whatever  banking  laws  we  may  have,  whether 
state  or  national,  should  be  practicable  and  safe,  securing  to 
the  public  absolute  safety  and  protection,  and  so  well  guarded 
that  no  suggestion  of  loss  or  evil  can  ever  arise. 

The  people  of  Maine  believe  in  an  honest  and  untrameled 
ballot;  they  believe  that  every  voter  should  have  a  free 
opportunity  to  cast  the  ballot  that  represents  his  convictions ; 
and  in  the  exercise  of  this  right  everj'^  necessary  safeguard 
should  be  thrown  about  him.  Our  election  laws  should 
enable  all  entitled  to  the  right  of  sufli-age,  to  express  their 
choice  in  the  most  direct  manner  and  without  unnecessary 
delay.  Nearly  all  the  voters  of  the  State,  embracing  all 
shades  of  political  opinion,  in  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage 
are  governed  by  political  considerations.  It  is  a  preference 
of  a  political  nature  that  they  desire  to  express,  and  it  is 
expressed  by  more  than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  our  votei's,  by 
casting  their  ballots  for  the  entire  ticket  of  the  party  with 
which  they  are  allied.  If  so  large  a  majority  of  the  voters  of 
the  State  can  express  such  political  preference,  under  the 
existing  system  of  voting,  by  placing  one  cross  (X)  upon 
some  poi-tion  of  the  party  ticket,  it  would  hardly  seem  advis- 
able to  require  more  of  them.  The  present  method  may  be 
substantially  preserved,  and  at  the  same  time  intelligent  pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  the  voter  of  any  political  party,  to 
exercise  the  privilege  of  expressing  his  individual  preference 
for  any  name  or  names  upon  his  ballot,  without  compelling 
the  great  body  of  electors  who  desire  to  vote  their  party 
ticket,  to  go  through  the  unnecessary  formality  of  placing  a 
cross  (X)  opposite  the  names  of  individual  candidates. 

The  purity  of  an  election  depends  as  much  upon  an  honest 
count  as  upon  an  honest  ballot.  During  times  of  great  politi- 
cal excitement,  individual  members  of  parties  sometimes 
distrust   each   other.     The  canvassing  and  counting   of  the 
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votes  on  election  day  should  be  such  as  to  inspire  the  greatest 
public  confidence,  and  remove  all  causes  of  suspicion.  The 
several  political  parties  should  be  represented  at  such  count, 
and  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  desired 
purpose  I  submit  to  your  favorable  action. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  section  twenty  of  Chapter  one 
hundred  and  two,  of  the  public  laws  of  1891,  authorizing 
the  division  of  towns  of  more  than  four  thousand  inhabitants 
and  wards  of  cities,  into  separate  and  several  polling  places, 
and  the  appointment  of  additional  wardens  and  clerks  to 
perform  the  duties  of  presiding  officers  in  such  detached 
voting  precincts.  Some  of  its  provisions  are  of  doubtful 
constitutionality,  and  the  practical  operation  of  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  Statute,  at  the  last  State  election,  demon- 
strated that  this  section  is  entirely  unnecessaiy. 

With  our  large  and  diversified  interests,  some  private  and 
special  legislation  will  be  found  necessary,  but  I  trust  you 
will  guard  it  with  a  vigilant  hand  and  confine  it  to  its  appro- 
priate limits.  An  amendment  to  our  Constitution,  adopted 
by  the  popular  vote  of  the  people,  in  1875,  required  the 
Legislature  to  provide,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  general  laws, 
for  all  matters  usually  appertaining  to  special  or  private 
legislation.  The  Legislature,  from  time  to  time,  has  exercised 
this  power  imposed  upon  it  by  the  Constitution,  but  it  has 
wisely  retained  its  authority  over  the  organization  of  some 
corporations  exercising  important  franchises. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  laws  of  1887, 1889  and  1891, 
discloses  the  fact  that  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  pages 
in  each  volume,  are  devoted  to  private  and  special  legislation  ; 
and  a  large  portion  of  such  legislation  relates  to  business  cor- 
ponitions,  for  the  incorporation  of  which  ample  provision 
existed  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  at  the  time  of 
granting  such  chaitei-s.  The  Constitution  clearly  and  unmis- 
takably prohibits  the  creation  of  corporations  by  special  acts 
of  the  Legislature,  except  for  municipal  puiposes,  if  the 
objects  can  be  attained  under  the  general  law.  We  should 
all  constantly  bear  in  mind  this  plain  constitutional  provision, 
and  upon  all  applications  for  special  charters,  first  consider 
and  determine  whether  the  objects  desiredj  can  be  attained 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State.  If  they  can,  the  time 
of  the  Legislature  should  not  be  consumed  in  their  considera- 
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tion,  nor  should  the  general  public  be  subjected  to  the 
constantly  increasing  expense  attending  legislation  of  this 
character.  If  the  objects  desired  cannot  be  attained  under 
the  general  law,  and  are  subjects  of  special  legislation,  it  will 
be  your  pleasure  to  give  the  measures  full  consideration. 
Proposed  legislation  of  this  nature  should,  before  final 
action  thereon,  have  the  careful  examination  of  the  law  oflScer 
of  the  State,  and  the  attendance  of  the  Attorney  General  upon 
the  Legislature  at  stated  times  during  the  session  is  desirable 
and  recommended. 

In  granting  charters  conveying  special  privileges,  and 
in  some  instances  authorizing  the  taking  of  private  prop- 
erty for  public  uses,  the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  by 
the  Legislature  in  protecting  public  interests,  and  ample  pro- 
vision should  be  made  to  fully  compensate  all^who  suffer 
damage  by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  granted. 
Special  franchises  should  not  be  granted,  unless  the  Legisla- 
ture is  fully  satisfied  that  those,  upon  whom  these  special  privi- 
leges are  conferred,  actually  intend  to  enter  upon  and 
prosecute  the  business  included  in  their  charter.  These 
great  privileges  are  not  granted  by  the  Legislature  to 
be  held  in  abeyance,  or  to  prevent  others  from  prosecuting 
the  business  intended  nor  are  they  granted  to  be  bar- 
tered away.  The  law  contemplates  that  the  public  interests 
shall  be  subserved,  that  the  people  at  large  shall  be  more  than 
compensated  by  the  resulting  benefits. 

I  recommend  that  existing  laws  be  so  modified  that  all  acts 
of  incorporation  hereafter  granted,  carrying  special  privileges 
and  franchises,  shall  become  void  in  two  years  from  the  time 
when  the  same  take  effect,  unless  such  corporations  shall  have 
organized  and  actually  commenced  the  business  contemplated 
under  their  charters.  These  chartered  rights  involve  the  inter- 
ests of  the  people  and  frequently  relate  to  public  improvements 
within  the  limits  of  our  cities  and  towns.  If  no  progress  is 
made  by  those  enjoying  these  privileges  within  the  time  sug- 
gested, the  public  welfare  requires  that  they  shall  no  longer  be 
permitted  to  enjoy  this  special  favor  of  the  State  and  obstruct 
the  public  improvements  that  other  enterprising  citizens 
might  be  willing  to  undertake. 

The  right  of  taxation  is  a  sovereign  power,  and  it  is  for  the 
government  to  judge  in  what  manner  and  upon  what  subjects 
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the  authority  shall  be  exercised.  The  fundamental  idea  of 
taxation  is  that  all  property,  movable  and  immovable,  visible 
and  invisible,  shall  bear  its  fair  and  equal  proportion  of 
the  public  burdens.  It  contemplates  a  uniformity  of 
rate,  and  that  the  valuation  of  the  different  classes  of 
property  shall  be  uniform.  "Taxes  are  the  enforced  pro- 
portional contribution  of  persons  and  property,  levied  by  the 
authority  of  the  State  for  the  support  of  government  and  for 
all  public  needs."  Our  Constitution  provides  that  *'all  taxes 
upon  real  and  personal  estate,  assessed  by  authority  of  this 
State,  shall  be  apportioned  and  assessed  equally,  according  to 
the  just  value  thereof."  The  exercise  of  this  important  power 
is  subject  to  your  discretion  and  control,  and  it  is  for  you 
to  determine  upon  what  subject  matter  taxation  shall  be  im- 
posed, having  reference  however,  to  a  proper  exercise  of  the 
authority  granted  under  the  Constitution.  It  is  important 
that  this  power  shall  be  wisely  exercised,  relieving  any  in- 
equalities that  rest  upon  the  people.  You  cannot  expect  to 
attain  absolute  equality ;  you  cannot  hope  in  dealing  with  a 
question  of  this  magnitude,  affecting  the  varied  interests  of 
the  people,  to  command  in  your  action  unanimous  approval. 
Your  purpose  should  be  to  pursue  a  policy  that  shall  result 
in  placing  this  public  charge  *<so  that  it  will  bear,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  equally  upon  all." 

The^greatest  elements  in  the  progress  of  our  State  lie  in 
the  prosperity  of  its  agricultural  and  industrial  interests. 
Propertyjof  this  chara<5ter  is  so  situated  that  it  cannot  escape 
the  exactions  of  the  tax  gatherer.  Though  it  may  not  be 
over-valued,  the  tax  is  disproportionate  and  unequal  if  other 
property  is  not  contributing  its  just  proportion  of  the  public 
revenue  .JJ  There  is  no  subject  to  which  you  will  more  will- 
ingly give  careful  attention,  than  to  these  great  interests  that 
have  contributed  so  much  to  the  progress,  growth  and  dignity 
of  our  State  and  in  upholding  its  institutions. 

The^manifest  dissatisfaction  expressed  during  the  past  few 
years,  that  the  railroad  interests  of  the  State,  the  wild  lands, 
the  telegraph,  telephone  and  some  other  corporate  bodies, 
together  with  large  amounts  of  personal  property,  were 
not  bearing  their  equal  proportion  of  the  public  assessments, 
is  not  without  foundation.  An  advance  was  made  in  the 
creation  of  a  State  Board  of  Assessors,  but  so  far  as  many  of 
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the  corporate  interests  are  involved,  that  Board  is  without 
power. 

The  rate  of  taxation  on  railroad  corporations  and  on  all  cor- 
porations, companies  or  persons  doing  a  telegraph  or  telephone 
business  within  the  State,  is  fixed  by  existing  law.  Undei 
the  present  statute,  the  State  tax  against  the  railroads  is  in 
the  fomi  of  an  excise  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  their 
franchises  within  the  State.  There  is  no  direct  levy  upon  the 
actual  revenue,  but  the  gross  transportation  receipts  of  each 
company,  constitute  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  value  of 
the  privileges  exercised  and  form  the  basis  of  the  State  tax. 
The  buildings  of  evciy  railroad  company,  whether  within  or 
without  the  located  right  of  way,  and  its  lands  and  fixtures 
outside  of  its  located  right  of  way,  are  subject  to  taxation  in 
the  cities  and  towns  where  the  same  are  situated.  The  taxes 
levied  under  the  foregoing  provisions  preclude  all  further 
taxation  upon  the  railroad,  its  property  and  the  capital  stock. 

We  are  not  insensible  to  the  great  advantages  resulting  to 
our  people  from  the  excellent  railroad  facilities  extending 
from  our  western  borders  through  the  various  sections  of  our 
State,  furnishing  easy  and  rapid  means  of  communication  and 
aiding  in  the  development  of  Maine's  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial pursuits.  And  we  may  well  congratulate  ourselves  that 
the  active  management  of  the  principal  portion  of  our  railroad 
system  is  at  present  in  the  hands  of  Maine  men  who  believe  in 
the  progress  and  development  of  our  State.  These  roads  are 
under  the  protection  of  our  laws  and  share  the  benefits  of 
good  and  stable  government. 

After  a  most  carefiil  consideration,  I  am  satisfied  that  a 
portion  of  the  railroad  corporations  of  the  State  are  not  bear- 
ing their  just  and  equal  proportion  of  the  public  expenses ; 
and  I  recommend  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government 
a  substantial  increase  of  the  revenues  to  be  derived  from  such 
corporations  exercising  their  franchises  within  the  teiTitorial 
limits  of  the  State. 

The  method  to  be  employed  for  reaching  this  desired  result 
is  for  your  detennination.  It  may  not,  however,  be  improper 
for  me  to  suggest  that  the  existing  Statute  applicable  to  the 
taxation  of  railroad  corporations,  after  more  than  eight  years 
of  litigation,  has  been  declared  by  a  majority  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  to  be  valid  and  not  in  violation 
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of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States, "["and 
the  manner  of  raising  revenue  under  the  present  Sfcitute  is 
within  the  taxing  power  of  the  State.  The  existing  method 
will  not  excessively  burden  new  roads,  nor  cripple  those  of 
limited  earning  capacity,  but  it  can  be  so  adjusted  as  to 
impose  increased  taxation  upon  those  that  can  welljafford  to 
bear  it.  You  should  also  carefully  consider  the  laws  relating 
to  the  taxation  of  the  telegraph,  telephone  and  other  interests, 
and  ascei*tain  if  they  are  bearing  their  equitable  proportion 
of  the  public  charges.  Questions  of  so  grave  importance  to 
the  people  should  have  the  early  attention  of  the  Legislature, 
and  not  be  left  to  the  hurried  consideration  that  marks  the 
closing  hours  of  the  session. 

Th^  report  of  the  State  Treasurer  will  inform  you  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  State.  The  bonded  debt  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1893,  was  two  million,  five  hundred  six 
thousand,  three  hundred  dollai's.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
this  indebtedness  is  being  paid  annually. 

The  rate  of  State  taxation  for  the  past  two  years,  has  been 
two  and  three-fourths  mills  on  a  dollar,  yielding  an  annual 
income  of  eight  hundred  fifty-one  thousand,  seven  hundred 
forty-one  dollars  and  ninety  cents.  This  includes  the 
annual  levy  of  one  mill  on  the  valuation  of  the  State 
for  school  purposes ;  consequently  the  State  tax  levied 
specially  for  the  support  of  the  State  government,  for  the 
past  two  years,  has  been  upon  an  annual  basis  of  one  and 
three-fourths  mills  on  a  dollar,  or  at  the  rate  of  seven- 
teen and  one-half  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
the  valuation  of  the  State.  The  present  law  requires  that  a 
tax  of  one  mill  on  a  dollar,  shall  annually  be  assessed  upon 
all  the  property  of  the  State,  according  to  the  valuation 
thereof,  for  the  support  of  common  schools ;  that  it  shall  be 
distributed  to  the  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  scholars  therein  ;  and  that  such  sum  as 
shall  not  be  distributed  or  expended  during  the  financial  year, 
shall,  at  its  close,  be  added  to  the  permanent  school  fund. 

You  must  determine  the  additional  amount  necessary  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  cities,  towns  and  plantations  of  the  State, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  government.  The  people 
do  not  ask  that  we  shall  cripple  the  institutions  of  the  State 
by  withholding  proper  and  needed  appropriations,  nor  that 
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we  shall  refuse  to  pay  those  in  the  State's  employ,  a  reason- 
able  compensation  for  their  services.  They  do  require,  how- 
ever, that  we  shall  exercise  the  sound  judgment  that  governs 
discreet  men  in  their  own  business  transactions,  and  conduct 
the  affairs  of  the  State  in  a  prudent  manner,  resisting  any 
tendency  toward  extravagant  appropriations  and  increased 
salaries  in  the  public  service.  The  whole  subject  is  within 
your  control  and  should  be  free  from  all  partisanship.  It 
concerns  eveiy  citizen  of  the  State ;  it  is  your  good  judg- 
ment that  must  govern ;  and  every  measure  should  be  consid- 
ered upon  its  own  intrinsic  merits .  It  is  your  department  of  the 
government  that  hears,  investigates  and  determines. 

It  will  be  observed  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  1890,  that  the  Treasurer  was  obliged  to  make  a 
temporary  loan  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the 
liabilities  occasioned  by  special  appropriations  and  that  loan  is 
still  outstanding. 

The  current  expenditures  should  be  kept  within  our  income. 
This  safe  and  salutary  rule  should  always  l)e  adhered  to, 
otherwise,  we  shall  be  annually  creating  a  debt  against  the 
State,  which  must  finally  be  met  by  increased  taxation  upon 
the  people. 

If  prudence  and  economy  are  exercised,  I  can  safely  recom- 
mend that  the  State  tax  be  reduced  from  two  and  three-fourths 
mills  to  two  and  one-half  mills  on  a  dollar  of  the  valuation. 
With  a  tax  levy  of  two  and  one-half  mills,  including  the 
additional  revenue  from  other  sources,  if  no  extraordinary 
appropriations  are  made  by  this  Legislature,  the  receipts  ot 
the  Treasury  for  the  next  two  years,  should  provide  for 
the  school  mill  fund  and  for  the  ordinary  expenditures 
of  the  government,  while  the  temporary  loan  can  be 
largely  reduced,  if  not  entirely  canceled ;  and  in  the  near 
future  a  further  substantial  reduction  of  the  State  tax  will  be 
assured. 

There  are  certain  fixed  charges  and  liabilities  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  State  government  that  must  be  met  by  specific 
appropriations;  but  upon  all  bills  and  resolves  asking  for 
special  or  extraordinary  expenditures  of  money,  I  urge  upon 
you  the  most  deliberate  consideration.  Though  generous 
harvests  have  given  their  reward  to  industry  and  labor,  though 
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our  manufacturing,  commercial,  mechanical  and  industrial 
interests  are  moving  forward  with  a  quickening  pace,  yet 
every  unnecessary  appropriation  of  money  from  the  public 
treasury,  creates  an  unjust  burden  upon  the  people,  serves  to 
retard  our  geneml  progress  and  development,  and  should  not 
be  countenanced. 

It  is  appropriate  that  we  should  recognize  in  this  public 
manner  the  illustrious  and  patriotic  services  of  a  distinguished 
Ex-Governor  of  our  State,  Hon.  Hannibal  Hamlin,  who  died 
in  Bangor  on  the  one  hundred  and  fifteenth  anniversary  of 
the  Declaration  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  was  conspicuous  in  his  public  service  for  a 
period  of  nearly  sixty  years.  He  stood  by  Lincoln's  side 
during  four  of  the  darkest  years  in  the  life  of  our  republic. 
He  rests  among  the  people  whom  he  loved,  sincerely  mourned 
by  the  State  and  the  Nation. 

In  approaching  the  peifomiance  of  the  duties  delegated  to 
us  by  the  suffrages  of  our  fellow  citizens,  we  come  with  reli- 
ance upon  the  Divine  Being,  infinite  in  power  to  comfort, 
guide  and  strengthen,  invoking  His  care  over  the  homes  of 
our  beloved  people.  We  assume  the  responsibilities  that 
attach  to  all  positions  of  public  ti-ust.  We  are  here  by  the 
will  of  the  people  and  they  will  review  and  pass  upon  our 
acts.  They  are  the  sovereigns  and  have  a  right  to  demand 
our  earnest  effort,  our  best  thought,  our  unprejudiced  judg- 
ment ;  and  we  owe  to  them  a  conscientious  performance  of  all 
the  duties  committed  to  our  care.

For  weeks,  the  eyes  of  the  American  people  have  been 
turned  toward  the  capital  of  the  Nation.  This  morning  at 
eleven  o'clock  James  G.  Blaine,  the  matchless  debater,  the 
brilliant  orator,  the  eminent  statesman,  died  in  the  city  of 
Washington.  In  these  halls,  he  began  his  distinguished 
public  career.  We  recall  with  pride  his  patriotic  utterance, 
in  early  life,  to  the  people  of  Maine,  '^Perish  all  things  else, 
the  national  life  must  be  saved.'* 

He  loved  his  State,  and  believed  in  her  people.  Political 
affiliations  have  never  estranged  the  deep  affection  entertained 
for  him  by  his  countrymen.

Seven   bills,  duly  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  relating  to  the  protection  of  fish  in  various 
ponds  and  streums  of  the  State  are  before  me  for  approval. 
I  have  already  approved  five  acts,  during  the  session,  applica- 
ble to  the  same  subject  matter,  throe  of  which  are  repealing 
acts,  and  two  of  the  same  repeal  acts  passed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature.     The  history  of  this  legislation  shows 
that  many  of  these  special  acts  are   passed  at  one  session  of 
the  legislature  and  repealed  at  another.     This  legislation  is 
accumulating  so  rapidly  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  suggest  to 
the  legislature  for  consideration,  the  propriety  of  providing 
by  general  laws  for  the  regulation  of  matters  of  this  charac- 
ter.    There  is  under  our  Constitution  express  provision  for 
such   legislation.      The   Commissioners   on  Inland  Fisheries 
might  properly  be  authorized,  upon  petition  by  a  certain 
number  of  citizens,  and  after  hearing,  to  regulate  the  time  of 
taking  fish  in  the  various  waters  not  now  subject  to  existing 
laws,  and  the  enforcement  of  such  regulations  may  be  secured 
by  appropriate  penalties.     These  special  acts  in  the  past  have 
been  frequently  enacted  without  the  general  knowledge  of 
the  community  affected.     Under  the  proposed  method,  those 
in  the  vicinity  would  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and 
more  satisfactory  results   reached  than    under  the   present 
course  of  legislative   hearings,  held  so  far  distant  from  the 
communities  to  be  affected  that  they  cannot  incur  the  expense 
of  attending  such  hearings.     The  course  proposed  would  give 
all  citizens  in  the  vicinity  of  the  waters  designed  to  be  pro- 
tected, an  opportunity  to  be  fully  heard. 

The  Executive  will  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  the  Legis- 
lature in  any  reasonable  measures  that  will  relieve  us  from 
this  mass  of  special  legislation,  and  at  the  same  time  carefully 
guard  the  interests  of  the  public,  and  fully  protect  the  inland 
waters  of  the  State.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  have  examined  the  Act  entitled  «'An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  Auburn  and  Mechanic  FalU  Railroad  Company"  and  am 
constrained  to  withhold  my  approval,  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  afford  the  Legislature  an  opportunity  to  give  the  sub- 
ject matter  further  consideration. 

I  have  given  to  its  various  provisions  a  most  careful  con- 
sideration, for  I  observe  that  the  charter  members  of  the  pro- 
posed organization  are  among  the  leading  citizens  of  the 
State,  interested  in  its  progress  and  advancement.  Some  of 
its  provisions  do  not  afford  sufficient  security  to  the  public, 
unduly  invade  private  rights,  and  are  against  sound  public 
policy. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  objections. 
The  provisions  contained  in  Section  2,  limiting  the  remedies 
of  parties  injured  in  their  person  and  property,  to  the  condi- 
tions and  limitiitions  in  the  general  statutes  applicable  to  towns, 
does  not  afford  sufficient  protection  to  the  traveler  upon 
a  railway.  Highways  are  maintained  for  the  free  use  of  the 
traveling  public;  railroads  carry  for  hire  and  should  not  be 
relieved,  in  their  occupation  of  the  streets,  from  the  ordinary 
obligations  resting  upon  carriers  of  passengers. 

Section  9  provides  that  the  provisions  of  the  thirty-first 
chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relative  to  the  foreclosure 
and  redemption  of  mortgages,  and  the  rights,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  bond-holders  and  trustees,  shall  be  made  applica- 
ble to  the  bonds  and  mortgage  deed  of  trust  of  this  corpora- 
tion. It  will  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  the  thirty-first 
chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes  have  no  reference  to  the  fore- 
closure and  redemption  of  mortgages  or  the  rights,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  bond-holders  or  trustees,  but  relate  to  dealings 
between  the  principal,  factor^  and  agents  in  mercantile 
transactions. 

If  this  allusion  to  Chapter  thirty-one  is  a  clerical  error, 
and  a  reference  was  intended  to  Chapter  fifty-one  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  which  is  applicable  to  railroads  and  to  the 
foreclosure  and  redemption  of  mortgages  thereon  and  the 
risrhts  and  liabilities  of  bond-holders  and  trustees  thereunder, 
then  it  would  seem  to  be  intended  to  give  such  bond-holders 
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and  trustees  the  power,  in  case  of  default  on  the  bonds,  to 
organize  as  a  railroad  corporation,  and  still,  under  other 
provisions  of  the  bill,  they  are  exempt  from  the  further  obli- 
gations imposed  upon  railroads  under  Chapter  fifty-one. 

Section  10  of  the  proposed  Act,  authorizes  the  corporation 
in  carrying  out  its  purposes  to  take  and   hold  •*6y  virtue  of 
the  right  of  eminent  domain^  any  real  or  personal  estate  or 
water  power  and  privileges  which  it  may  find  necessary  and 
convenimt,*^ 

While  I  have  no  doubt  this  power  would  be  wisely  exer- 
cised under  the  management  of  the  promoters  of  this  enter- 
prise, the  provision  reftrred  to  is  so  broad  and  sweeping  in 
its  terms,  that  it  might  permit  an  unwarrantable  exercise  of 
the  constitutional  provision  authorizing  the  taking  of  private 
property  for  public  uses.  The  proposed  legiblation  would 
unreasonably  jeopardize  the  rights  of  private  land  owners 
and  mill  owners  and  the  possessor  of  water  power  and  privi- 
leires  upon  which  industries  may  already  depend. 

Section  13  seems  to  be  somewhat  contradictory  of  other 
provisions  of  the  charter,  uncertain  in  its  operation,  and 
involving  legal  propo.-itions  the  judicial  determination  of 
which  may  injuriously  affect  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
the  people. 

Under   the    provisions  of  Section   1,    this  corporation  is 
authorized  to  ^'construct,  equip,  maintain  and  use  a  railroad 
with    convenient    single    and    double   tracks,    side   tracks, 
switches,   turn-outs  and  stations."     The  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners   of  the   State,    is   constituted    the  appellate 
tribunal  to  review  the  decisions  of  the  municipal  officers  of 
any  city  or  town,  in  respect  to  any  matters  arising  under  this 
act.     The  Railroad   Commissioners  constitute  the  Board  to 
determine  the  conditions  on  which  this  railroad  shall  cross 
any  other  railroad.     While  this  corporation  is  given  even 
greater  powers  than  are  ordinarily  accorded   to  steam  rail- 
roads, yet  we  find  in  Section  13  of  the  Act,  the  declaration 
that  ^'said   railroad   shall  not   be  deemed  to  be  a  railroad 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  the  railroad  stat- 
utes and  public  laws  of  this  State."     While  this  section  may 
not  have  great  force  in  law,  it  practically  declares  that  this 
railroad  with   its  extraordinary  grants,  shall  be  a  railroad 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which  our  laws  guarantee, 
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and  still  not  be  a  railroad,  but  exempt  from  those  proyiaiona 
of  law  that  provide  for  the  safety  and  care  of  the  traveling 
public  upon  the  railroads  of  the  State. 

Or  if  the  purpose  be  to  declare  this  to  be  only  an  CLMocia^ 
Hon,  to  enable  the  corporators  to  run  a  street  railroad  as  they 
might  run  a  stage-coach  or  an  omnibus  for  private  advantage 
and  free  the  corporation  from  the  obligations  of  a  railroad 
as  common  carriers,  and  its  duties  and  obligations  to  the 
public  ae  a  railroad,  then  it  seems  to  be  unwise,  if  not  uncon- 
stitutional, to  grant  to  such  organizations  the  exercise  of  the 
State's  right  of  eminent  domain,  expressly  reserved  by  our 
Constitution,  for  public  purposes. 

The  declaration,  contained  in  Section  14  of  the  hill,  thai 
the  object  of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  the 
general  laws  relating  to  the  organization  of  railroad  corpora- 
tions, seems  to  invade  the  province  of  the  judicial  depart- 
ment of  the  State,  and  I  apprehend  would  not  be  regarded 
as  conclusive. 

In  view  of  the  great  interest  manifested  in  legislation 
involving  special  charters,  you  will  again  allow  me  to  call 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  Article  four,  part  third  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State,  directing  that  '^The  Legislature 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  provide,  as  far  as  practicable,  by 
general  laws,  for  all  matters  usually  appertaining  to  special 
or  private  legislation."  This  provision  in  our  Constitution 
embodies  the  deliberate  expression  of  the  people  of  Maine, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  it  is  positive,  direct  and  manda- 
tory ;  and  the  duty  is  enjoined  upon  us  by  this  constitutional 
declaration  to  confine  legislation  of  a  private  and  special 
character  to  the  narrowest  limits  consistent  with  the  public 
weal. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  < 'Corporations  shall  be 
formed  under  general  laws,  and  shall  not  be  created  by  special 
acts  of  the  Legislature,  except  for  municipal  purposes  and  in 
cases  where  the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  otherwise 
be  attained."  If  the  Legislature  deems  the  objects  of  those 
desiring  special  charters  and  privileges,  practicable,  and 
existing  laws  are  not  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  permit  the 
accomplishment  of  the  purposes  desired,  it  may  provide  the 
remedy  by  additional  public  laws  and  thereby  avoid  the  bur* 
dens  of  private  and  special  legislation  constantly  increasing 
and  pressing  upon  its  attention. 
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In  obedience  to  the  constitutional  provisiond  before  referred 
to,  a  former  Legislature  determined  that  it  was  practicable 
to  provide  by  general  law  for  the  organization  of  railroad  cor- 
porations. It  is  certainly  desirable  to  provide  by  general 
laws  for  the  organization  of  all  railroad  corporations  desiring 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  railroads  for  public  use, 
except  perhaps  where  they  cross  tide  waters,  the  State  having 
determined  that  it  will  retain  within  its  control,  jurisdiction 
over  all  the  tidal  waters  of  the  State,  and  that  they  shall  be 
subject  only  to  legislative  action. 

It  it  is  practicable  to  permit  the  organization  of  steam  rail- 
roads under  the  general  laws,  and  to  allow  them  to  exercise 
the  right  of  eminent  domain,  it  would  seem  that  it  is  also 
practicable  to  provide  by  general  laws  for  the  organization 
of  electric  or  street  railroads.  If  existing  general  laws  are 
insnfScient,  and  they  are  so  deemed  by  many,  if  they  are 
defective,  if  they  do  not  furnish  sufficient  security  to  the 
investors  of  capital  desiring  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
these  enterprises,  we  shall  be  conforming  to  the  people's 
demand  and  expectation,  embodied  in  their  Constitution,  by 
making  them  sufficiently  broad  and  liberal  to  meet  all  require- 
ments. We  are  all  desirous  that  nothing  shall  be  done  to 
hinder  whatever  may  encourage  enterprise  and  industry,  and 
we  should  offer,  by  liberal  enactments,  every  inducement 
that  will  aid  in  developing  our  broad  acres,  in  building  up 
our  own  industries  and  manufactures,  and  in  making  the 
people  more  prosperous. 

Our  Supreme  Court  has  recently  held,  that  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a  street  railway  in  the  streets  of  our  cities 
and  towns,  is  not  a  new  and  different  use  of  the  land  from  its 
use  as  a  highway.  Laying  down  rails  in  the  street  and  run- 
ning street  cars  over  them  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public  may  be  a  change  in  the  mode  of  using  the  way,  but 
not  in  the  actual  use ;  it  is  still  used  for  a  highway. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State,  representing  the  public,  if 
there  be  no  constitutional  inhibition,  has  the  paramount  power 
over  all  public  ways,  subject  to  property  rights  and  easements 
of  the  abutting  owner,  and  may  delegate  the  authority  of 
permitting  the  location,  construction  and  operation  of  lines  of 
street  railway  to  the  local  authorities. 

The  history  of  these  enterprises  has  clearly  demonstrated 
the  propriety  of  conferring  upon  the  cities  and  towns  the 
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right  to  exercise  some  voice  in  a  matter  of  so  much  conse- 
quence to  them ;  and  in  more  than  ten  of  the  states  of  our 
Union  constitutional  provisions  have  been  adopted  depriving 
the  Legislature  of  the  power  to  grant  the  right  to  construct 
and  operate  street  railways  in  any  city,  town  or  village,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  local  authorities.  In  many  of  the  states 
of  the  Union,  where  no  constitutional  provision  exists  upon 
this  subject,  provision  has  been  made  by  law  investing  the 
cities  and  towns  with  the  right  to  permit  the  use  of  their 
streets  for  street  railroad  purposes  and  determine  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  privileges  shall  be  enjoyed. 

Some  of  these  various  constitutional  and  statute  provisions 
provide  that  no  law  shall  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  grant- 
ing the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  street  railroad  within 
any  city,  town  or  village,  or  upon  any  public  highway,  with- 
out first  requiring  the  consent  of  such  city,  town  or  village 
having  control  of  the  streets  or  highways  to  be  occupied  by 
such  street  railway ;  and  in  many  of  the  states  it  is  provided 
that  the  franchise  so  granted  shall  not  be  transferred  without 
similar  assent  first  obtained. 

The  control  and  supervision  of  our  public  highways  is 
vested  in  the  local  authorities.  While  it  may  be  said  that 
they  are  held  in  trust  by  the  State  for  the  public,  they  are 
controlled  by  municipal  instrumentalities.  The  land  owners 
adjoining  the  same  and  the  public  are  interested  in  having 
them  maintained  in  a  condition  lo  meet  the  public  demands. 
There  is  a  growing  sentiment  that  special  franchises  and  priv- 
ileges should  not  be  granted  to  private  incorporators,  to 
unduly  burden  the  public  easement,  now  enjt^yed  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  various  cities  and  towns  in  their  highways,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  municipality  interested. 

I  believe  it  is  safe  and  practicable  to  provide  by  general 
law  for  the  organization  of  street  railways  and  avoid  in  the 
future,  the  great  time  and  expense  that  has  been  incurred  in 
the  past  in  considering  and  granting  these  special  charters. 
It  is  a  matter  that  is  entirely  within  the  province  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  determine.  The  Executive  is  powerless  to  afford  a 
remedy  without  the  co-operation  of  the  legislative  depart- 
ment of  the  government. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  obligation  to  withhold  my  signature  to 
an  act  that  has  received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
co-ordinate  depattment  of  the  government,  but  a  sense  of 
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duty  compeU  me  to  return  the  same  to  the  branch  in  which 
it  originated,  without  my  official  approval.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  compliance  with  the  constitutional  requirement  applica« 
ble  to  the  Executive,  you  will  permit  me  to  submit,  for  your 
consideration,  some  suggestions  relating  to  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  State ;  and  I  also  submit  herewith  a  communi- 
cation from  the  State  treasurer,  a  statement  of  appropriations 
already  made  at  this  session,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $1,184,- 
514.80  ;  also  an  estimate  from  the  State  treasurer  of  the  addi- 
tional regular  expenditures  required  for  the  year  1893, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $410,020.74;  also  a  statement  of 
proposed  appropriations  for  1893,  reported  by  committees 
and  now  pending  before  the  legislature,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  $169,425.86;  and  also  a  statement  of  the  estimated 
additional  appropriations  asked  for  and  now  pending  before 
committees,  that  have  not  been  finally  adjudicated  upon, 
amounting  to  the  sum  ol  $86,500.00,  making  an  aggregate 
of  $1,850,461.40. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  estimate  from 
the  StatCj^treasurer,  of  the  receipts  for  the  year  1893.  It  is 
based  on  general  laws  as  they  existed  on  the  first  day  of 
January  last. 

An  additional  revenue  of  some  thirty-five  or  forty  thousand 
dollars  will  he  received  from  the  railroads,  by  reason  of  in- 
creased taxation  upon  these  corporations ;  but  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  additional  revenue  received  from  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad  must  be  refunded  to  the  various  cities  and  towns, 
and  also  quite  a  per  cent  of  the  additional  revenue  received 
from  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  this  increased  revenue  comes  from  these  two  corpora- 
tions. 

One-half  of  whatever  additional  amount  of  revenue  may  be 
received  from  the  savings  banks  will  be  distributed  to  vari- 
ous towns  for  school  purposes.     These  two  items  constitute 
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the  principal  portion  of  the  additional  revenue  secured  by 
recent  legislation.  It  will  therefore  be  observed  that  while 
all  of  this  increased  revenue,  in  the  first  instance,  is  paid  into 
the  State  treasury,  it  is  not  entirely  available  to  meet  appro- 
priations made  by  the  legislature,  for  existing  laws  provide 
that  a  very  large  portion  of  the  same  shall  be  used  for  other  spe- 
cific  purposes. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  1891  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  $1,657,936.47.  Two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  on  ac- 
count of  the  temporary  loan,  was  included  in  such  appropri- 
ations. 

The  first  appropriation  bill  passed  at  this  session  of  the 
legislature,  also  included  two  hundred^thousand  dollars,  on 
account  of  such  temporary  loan,  but  if  excessive  appropria- 
tions are  to  follow,  the  treasurer  will  be  required  to  renew 
this  entire  loan,  and  use  the  money  appropriated  for  this  spe- 
cific object,  for  other  purposes. 

Our  existing  temporary  loan  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  reaches  the  constitutional  limit.  We  are  precluded 
by  the  Constitution  from  creating  **any  debt,  or  debts,  lia- 
bility or  liabilities,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  which  shall  singly 
or  in  the  aggregate,  with  previous  debts  or  liabilities  here- 
after incurred  at  any  one  time,  exceedjthree  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  except  to  suppress  insurrection,  to  repel  inva- 
sion or  for  the  purposes  of  war." 

This  loan  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars^ has  existed 
since  1890,  and  it  is  certainly  desirable  that  a  payment  shall 
be  made  on  the  same,  and  the  funds^appropriated  for  such 
purpose  should  not  be  diverted  to  meet  other  liabilities, 
created  by  special  appropriations  hereafter  made. 

And  in  this  connection,  you  will  also  permit  me  to  refer  to 
the  report  of  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  year  18i^2 :  It  will 
be  observed  upon  examination,  (Page249)  that  in  the  year 
1887,  our  expenditures  exceeded  our  receipts  $6,563.42 ;  for 
the  year  1888,  the  excess  of  expenditures  over  our  receipts 
was  $40,004.62;  for  the  year  1889,  $306,105.00;  for  the 
year  1890,  $107,712.24 ;  the  report  shows  that  for  the  year 
1891,  our  receipts  exceeded  our  expenditures,  $34,937.43. 
While  during  the  year  1891,  there  is  an  apparent  excess  of 
receipts  over  expenditures,  yet  there  ^is  included  in  such 
receipts,  $357,702.10  refunded  to  the  State  from  the  United 
States  Government,  on  account  of  the  direct  tax ;  and  except 
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for  this  item  of  revenue,  there  would  have  been  an  excess  of 
expenditures  over  receipts  for  the  year  1891,  of  $322,764.67. 
The  year  1892,  shows  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures 
of  $107,166.08,  and  is  the  first  time  during  the  past  six  years 
that  our  ordinary  income  has  been  equal  to  our  expenditures. 

Sound  financial  and  business  principles  absolutely  require 
that  our  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  our  receipts,  and  that 
the  State  should  have  a  surplus  at  all  times  available  in  its 
treasury. 

It  is  a  duty  that  is  imperative  upon  us,  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  afiuirs  of  the  State  to  practice  frugality,  to  care- 
fully scrutinize  all  appropriations,  and  confine  them  to  the 
narrowest  limits  consistent  with  the  welfare  of  the  people,  the 
State  and  its  institutions,  and  endeavor  to  reduce  the  rate  of 
State  taxation.  While  we  are  striving  to  secure  new  and 
additional  revenues  to  the  State  from  various  sources,  it  will 
be  of  little  avail  in  relieving  the  tax  payers  of  the  State,  if  it 
serves  only  to  encourage  appropriations  which  are  not  abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The  Legislature  determines  the  amount  of  appropriations, 
after  investigation  and  hearing.  No  other  department  of  the 
government  has  the  right  to  exercise  that  authority.  The 
discretion  and  power  rests  where  it  should,  with  the  chosen 
representatives  of  the  people ;  and  as  I  have  suggested  in  a 
former  communication  to  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  the  whole  subject  is  within  your  control. 
**It  concerns  every  citizen  of  the  State  ;  it  is  your  good  judg- 
ment that  must  govern  ;  and  every  measure  should  be  con- 
sidered upon  its  own  intrinsic  merits.*^ 

And  before  the  session  closes,  in  the  performance  of  the 
constitutional  duties  committed  to  you  by  the  suffrages  of  the 
people,  you  will  determine  the  rate  of  taxation  for  State  pur- 
poseSy  for  the  coming  two  years,  upon  the  valuation  of  the 
State ;  and  that  rate  must  depend  upon  the  good  judgment 
and  wisdom  of  the  Legislature^  in  making  appropriations 
from  the  public  treasury. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Maine  has  held  ''That 
the  power  of  taxation  'for  the  defense  and  benefit  of  the 
people'  is  limited  only  by  the  good  sense  and  sound  judgment 
of  the  Legislature."  Our  court  has  also  held  that  "It  is  not 
for  the  judicial  department  to  determine  where  legitimate 
taxation  ends."     It  is  the  province  of  the  Legislature. 
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I  do  not  favor  illiberality  toward  any  of  the  interests  or 
institutions  of  the  State.  I  would  deal  witb  them  justly, 
even  liberally  rather  than  penuriously ;  but  we  should,  in 
considering  all  of  these  questions,  conntantly  remember,  that  ii 
is  the  money  of  all  the  people  we  are  appropriating ;  that  appro^ 
priations  of  money  demand  taxation;  and  that  the  little 
streams  of  revenue  flowing  from  all  sections  of  our  State  into 
the  public  Treasury,  from  which  these  appropiations  are  made, 
are  the  fruits  of  industry  and  toil,  and  should  be  guarded  as 
vigilantly  as  the  sagacious  man  would  protect  his  private 
means. 

I  carefully  refrain  at  this  time  from  expressing  any  opinion 
for  or  against  any  of  the  proposed  appropriations  before  your 
honorable  bodies  for  consideration,  but  I  have  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  present  to  the  legislature  the  accompanying  state- 
ments from  the  Treasury  Department,  with  the  foregoing 
suggestions. 

The  people  have  imposed  a  great  trust  upon  the  Legisla- 
ture and  the  Executive,  and  I  earnestly  urge  the  utmost  con- 
servatism. Our  appropriations  should  be  governed  by  the 
actual  needs ;  we  should  strive  to  keep  our  expenditures 
within  reasonable  limits ;  then,  we  shall  have  conformed  to 
the  imperative  demands  of  the  occasion,  and  fulfilled  the  con- 
fident expectations  of  our  constituents.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

In  view  of  the  growing  tendency  towards  excessive  legis- 
lation of  a  private  character,  th6  prevailing  feeling  of  uncer- 
tainty and  doubt  as  to  the  scope  that  should  be  given  to  this 
class  of  legislation,  under  the  prohibitory  clauses  of  our  Con- 
stitution applicable  to  this  subject,  it  is  apparent  that  some 
effort  should  be  made  to  limit  within  reasonable  bounds  the 
private  legislation  that  is  constantly  increasing  with  each 
succeeding  Legislature.  It  unnecessarily  encroaches  upon 
the  time  of  the  Legislature  and  has  a  tendency  to  divert  our 
attention  from  legislative  matters  that  more  intimately  con- 
cern the  public  interests  of  the  State. 
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A  thorough  and  exhaustive  examination  of  this  subject  will 
require  much  care  and  attention.  With  the  great  accumula- 
tion of  public  matters  requiring  the  attention  of  legislative 
committees  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  they  do 
not  have  the  necessary  time  to  devote  to  this  special  subject. 

The  Leginlature  will  permit  me  to  suggest  the  desirability 
of  providing  for  a  committee  or  commission  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  general  uubject  of  private  and  special  legisla- 
tion, to  ascertain  what  subjectn  of  this  character  may  properly 
be  provided  for  by  general  laws,  and  report  to  the  next 
Legislature,  with  necessary  drafts  of  bills  applicable  to  such 
subjects.  The  whole  matter  can  in  this  way  be  placed  before 
the  legislative  branch  at  the  commencement  of  the  next 
session,  and  such  general  laws  can  be  passed  as  are  deemed 
advisable ;  then  the  Legislature  can  properly  relieve  itself 
from  considering  a  large  mass  of  bubjects  that  should  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  laws. 

From  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  bearing 
upon  our  expenditures,  in  this  direction,  if  suitable  provision 
can  be  made  by  public  acts  for  such  subjects  of  private  legis- 
lation as  may  appropriately  be  provided  for,  it  will  reduce 
future  State  expenditures  at  each  seHtion  of  the  Legislature, 
<xt  least  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

I  am  satisfied,  from  an  examination  of  previous  legislation, 
that  the  enactment  of  such  general  or  public  laws,  applicable 
to  special  and  private  legislation  as  are  contemplated  under 
the  provisions  of  our  Constitution,  requiring  that  the  Legis- 
lature shall  provide  as  fur  as  practicable  by  general  laws  for 
all  matters  usually  appertaining  to  special  or  private  legisla- 
tion, and  for  the  formation  of  private  corporations,  will  dis- 
pense with  a  very  large  portion  of  the  private  and  special  acts 
that  will  in  the  future  require  legislative  attention,  better 
conserve  the  people  and  business  interests  of  the  State,  cur- 
tail the  enormous  expense  attending  legislation  of  this  char- 
acter, and  shorten  the  sessions  of  future  Legislatures  by  several 
weeks. 

I  believe  there  is  a  general  demand  that  a  movement  in 
this  direction  should  be  inaugurated,  and  if  any  other  method 
more  desirable  to  secure  this  purpose,  suggests  itself  to  the 
Legislature,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  you  in  its 
accomplishment.

A  PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR. 


Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine,  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  both  branches  thereof,  proposed  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Maine,  by  Resolves, 
approved  March  31,  1891,  as  follows,  to  wit : 

RESOLVES  concerning  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution, 
relative  to  appointment  of  Adjutant  Genenil. 

Resolved  J  That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  this  State  be  proposed  for  the  action  of  the  legal"  voters  of 
this  State  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution,  namely  : 
Section  3,  article  7  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  is  hereby 
amended,  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Sect.  3.  The  major  genemls  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  each  having  a  negative 
on  the  other.  The  adjutant  general  and  quaitermaster 
general  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  But  the  adju- 
tant general  shall  perform  the  duties  of  quaitermaster  general 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law.  The  major  generals  and 
brigadier  generals  and  the  commanding  oflScers  of  regiments 
and  battalions,  shall  appoint  their  respective  staff  officers ; 
and  all  military  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor.* 

Resolved^  That  the  aldermen  of  cities,  the  selectmen  of 
towns,  and  the  assessors  of  the  several  plantations  of  this  State 
are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  notify  the  votei-s  of

their  respective  cities,  towns  and  plantations  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law  at  the  meeting  in  September.,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  to 
give  in  their  votes  upon  the  amendment  proposed  in  the  fore- 
going resolution  ;  and  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  Con- 
stitution be  amended  as  proposed  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Legislature  providing  that  the  adjutant  general  and  quarter- 
master general  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,"  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations  shall  vote 
by  ballot  on  said  question,  those  in  favor  of  said  amendment 
expressing  it  by  the  word  *<yes,"upon  their  ballots,  and  those 
opposed  to  the  amendment  expressing  it  by  the  word  "no," 
upon  their  ballots,  and  the  ballots  shall  be  received,  sorted,  ^ 
counted  and  declared  in  open  ward,  town  and  plantation 
meeting,  and  lists  of  the  votes  so  received  shall  be  made  and 
returned  to  the  secretary  of  State  in  the  same  manner  as  votes 
for  Governor,  and  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  count  the 
same  and  make  return  to  the  Legislature ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  votes  are  in  favor  of  said  amendment,  the  Conetitution 
shall  be  amended  accordingly. 

Resolved^  That  the  secretary  of  State  shall  prepare  and 
furnish  to  the  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  ballots  and 
blank  returns  in  conformity  to  the  foregoing  resolves,  accom- 
panied with  a  copy  thereof. 

And  the  lists  of  votes  received  in  the  cities,  towns  and 
plantations  of  the  State,  on  the  second  Monday  of  September 
last,  being  the  twelfth  day  of  said  month,  upon  the  foregoing 
proposed  amendment,  having  been  made  and  returned  to  the 
oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  State,  and  examined  and  counted  by 
the  Governor  and  Council,  are  found  to  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  votes  for, 
and  nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  nine  votes  against  said 
proposed  amendment. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Edwin  C.  Burleigh,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Maine  in  accordance  with  said  resolves,  a  majority

'No  person  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  be  eligible  to 
office  under  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  who  shall  not  be 
able  to  read  the  Constitution  in  the  English  language  and 
write  his  name ;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of 
this  amendment  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  prevented  by 
a  physical  dis^ability  from  complying  with  its  requisitions,  nor 
to  any  person  who  now  has  the  right  to  vote,  nor  to  any  per- 
son who  shall  be  60  years  of  age  or  upwards  at  the  time  this 
amendment  shall  take  effect.' 

Resolved^  That  the  aldermen  of  cities,  selectmen  of  towns, 
and  assessors  of  plantations  in  the  State,  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective 
cities,  towns  and  plantations,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  September,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  to  give  in  their  votes  upon  the  amendment 
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proposed  in  the  foregoing  resolve ;  and  the  question  shall  be, 
< 'Shall  the  constitution  be  so  amended  so  as  to  change  the 
qualification  of  voters,  as  proposed  in  said  resolve ;"  and  the 
inhabitants  of  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  shall  vote 
by  ballot  on  said  question  ;  those  in  favor  of  said  amendment, 
voting  *'yes,"  and  those  opposed  voting  «*no,"  upon  their 
ballots ;  and  the  ballots  shall  be  received,  sorted  and  counted 
and  declared  in  open  ward,  town  and  plantation  meeting,  and 
fair  lists  of  the  votes  shall  be  made  out  by  the  aldermen  of 
cities,  selectmen  of  towns  and  assessors  of  plantations,  and 
signed  by  them,  and  attested  by  the  clerk,  and  returned  to 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  State,  in  the  same  manner  as 
votes  for  representatives,  and  the  Governor  and  Council  shall 
open  and  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  make  return 
thereof  to  the  next  Legislature ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  and  returned  on  the  question 
is  in  favor  of  said  amendment,  the  constitution  shall  be 
amended  accordingly,  and  the  amendment  shall  then  be  a 
part  of  the  constitution,  and  the  Governor  shall  make  known 
the  fact  by  his  proclamation. 

Resolved^  That  the  secretary  of  State  shall  prepare  and 
furnieb  to  the  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  blank 
returns  in  conformity  with  the  foregoing  resolves,  accompan- 
ied by  a  copy  thereof.
